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SOFA-related crime up 11.1 percent on Okinawa

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — Crime attrib¬ 
uted to people connected with the U.S. mili¬ 
tary on Okinawa increased by 11.1 percent 
in 2008. 

According to figures recently released by 
the Okinawa Prefectural Police, 70 major 
crimes were linked to people who fall under 
the U.S.-Japan Status of Forces Agreement 
— seven more than in 2007. 

And the number of SOFA-status personnel 
arrested jumped from 46 in 2007 to 63 last 
year, a 37 percent increase. 

Okinawa and military officials declined to 
talk about the increase. 

“We are not in a position to analyze or make 
a comment on it,” said a spokesman at prefec¬ 
tural police headquarters.

The year got off to a poor start, with two 
rape cases in February that drew interna¬ 
tional attention and generated protests on 
Okinawa. 

Restrictive measures were put into effect 
for a time by military leaders on the island, 
including new curfews and restrictions on 


drinking alcohol off base. 

Most of those restrictions have since been 
lifted. 

“During 2008, the Marine Corps made 
several changes to help prevent misconduct 
among its servicemembers,” Marine spokes¬ 
man 1st Lt. Adrian Rankine-Galloway said in 
an e-mail to Stars and Stripes. 

“Some of the changes made were an expan¬ 
sion of uniformed courtesy patrols, a new lib¬ 
erty card policy, checks of outgoing vehicles 
at U.S. Marine Corps installations and addi¬ 
tions to the orientation and education seminar 
that all newcomers must attend.” 

SOFA-status people accounted for 1.62 per¬ 
cent of all arrests on Okinawa during the year, 
while they make up 3.28 percent of the island’s 
population.

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Fish auctions partially reopened

TOKYO — Manners — or a lack of them 
by some visitors — have prompted officials of 
the largest fish market in Japan to ask foreign 
tourists to either follow the rules while watch¬ 
ing tuna auctions, or stay away. 

From touching tuna on display, to using 
flash photography, to coming to the auction 
drunk, visitors at Tokyo’s Tsukiji fish market 
have interfered with the early-morning auc¬ 
tion and other market activities for years, ac¬ 
cording to deputy market director Yoshiaki 
Takagi. 

Takagi said that although most people fol¬ 
low the rules, auctioneers are troubled by 
camera flashes, which distract them from 
reading bidders’ hand signs, Takagi said. And 
some people are unruly when they visit the 
market after a night of drinking, he said. 

More than 90 percent of the 70 to 100 daily 
visitors who come to the auction are foreign¬ 
ers, according to Takagi. The market is also 
a popular place to visit for people connected 
with U.S. military bases in the Kanto Plain. 

The auction is open to wholesale business¬ 
es, but held in a public place where visitors 
can walk in and watch freely. The market also 
has restaurants and shops frequented by the 
general public. 

To improve the situation, in April, Tsukiji 
officials banned visitors from entering whole¬ 
sale auction sites, except for a roped-off area 
where visitors can watch the tuna auction 
from 5 a.m. to 6:15 a.m. 

While the new sanctions helped, Takagi 
said camera flashes continued despite signs 
saying “No flash.” 

Concerned about interference during the 
busy end-of-the-year and New Year seasons, 
between Dec. 15 and Jan. 17 officials barred 
the public from the auction site. 


It was reopened on Jan. 19 with two guards 
keeping an eye on visitors, who are confined to 
a 320-square-foot area. Visitors also are given 
handouts explaining the rules translated into 
English, Chinese, Korean and Russian. 

“We haven’t had trouble since,” Takagi said. 
“It will be open to the public as long as there’s 
no trouble.” 

However, Takagi warned that visitors 
should keep in mind that the market can be 
dangerous. 

He said trucks and carts zoom around the 
narrow aisles of the market. 


“We can’t be held responsible [for what 
happens],” Takagi said. “People need to un¬ 
derstand that there are risks when coming to 
the market.” 

He said people should not bring small chil¬ 
dren, baby strollers, pets or suitcases. He also 
said people should not come in big groups or 
wear sandals or heels. Smoking is not allowed 
except in a designated area. 

“It is a place for business and not a tourist 
site,” Takagi said.

According to the police report, 
13 Americans were arrested in 
seven cases classified as “hei¬ 
nous,” which includes rape, rob¬ 
bery and arson. That was an 
increase of one case and seven 
arrests for such serious felonies 
over 2007. 

Besides the rape cases, there 
was a robbery case in March that 
involved an Air Force military 
policeman and four sons of ser- 
vicemembers who robbed a cab

driver in Okinawa City. 

In other crime categories, 
authorities arrested six people in 
five violent crimes, three more 
arrests than in 2007; police arrest¬ 
ed five in 20 cases categorized as 
“intellectual crimes,” an increase 
of two people and six cases; and 
23 people were arrested in 23 


cases in the “other” felony cat¬ 
egory, an increase of 14 people 
and nine cases. 

The only category that saw a 
decrease in 2008 was thefts. Police 
arrested 15 people in 14 thefts, 
compared with 25 individuals and 
27 such cases in 2007. 

Of the people arrested, 40 
were active-duty, 19 were depen¬ 
dents, and four were civilians. 
Minors accounted for 23 of the 63 
arrested. 

“The U.S. military and its com¬ 


manders take very seriously all 
incidents and allegations involv¬ 
ing misconduct by service mem¬ 
bers, especially those that impact 
the host nation community,” 
Rankine-Galloway said. “We are 
committed to being a cooperative 
and a responsible member of the 
Okinawan community.”

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Army outdoor activity program provides soldiers with 
environment to confront post-combat mental health issues

VILSECK, Germany — A few months 
ago, they were sweating in the heat of Iraq. 
On Thursday, seven young 2nd Stryker 
Cavalry Regiment soldiers clung to an icy 
cliff face in southern Germany. 

The members of Lightning Troop were 
doing a Klettersteig — climbing with the 
help of a safety cable — as part of Warrior 
Adventure Quest, a program that uses out¬ 
door recreation to help soldiers deal with 
post-deployment stress. 

Recently returned soldiers all over Eu¬ 
rope, including more than 3,500 members 
of 2nd Cav, are doing activities such as 
rock climbing, scuba diving, cross country 
skiing, high ropes courses and mountain 
biking as part of the program. 

Geoffrey Farrell, an outdoor education 
specialist with the Grafenwohr Outdoor 
Recreation Center, said the activities in¬ 
corporate “Battlemind” briefings that 
describe combat-related mental health 
problems and teach soldiers when they 
should seek support for themselves or for 
their buddies. 

The idea is to expose soldiers to some¬ 
what stressful events, pushing them to 
their limits in a safe environment, and 
then talk about strategies for dealing with 
that stress, using their reactions to the ac¬ 
tivities as examples, he said. 

Thursday’s Klettersteig started with a 
milelong hike through a Bavarian forest in 
knee-deep snow. 

After a short safety briefing the soldiers 
donned harnesses, clipped onto a cable 
and began to traverse a steep cliff face. 
Steel spikes hammered into the mountain 
offered sure footing in places but, at other 
times, the troops struggled to grip snow- 
covered rocks with their combat boots. 

Spc. Patrick Peace, 23, found the exer¬ 
cise particularly challenging. 

“I don’t really like heights much. If we 


weren’t clipped in I wouldn’t have done 
it,” said the Houston, Texas, native, who 
recently got back from his first combat 
deployment. 

It wasn’t long before Peace appreciated 
his safety harness even more. As he at¬ 
tempted to negotiate a difficult face, his 
boots slipped on the ice and he plummeted 
toward rocks below. 

“The slip almost stopped my heart,” he 
said after the harness arrested his fall. 

Several hours later the group trudged to 
a warm guest house in the valley for a hot 
meal and a debriefing session. 

“What was the point of this? Why did we 
come out here?” asked L Troop command¬ 
er Capt. Adrian Massey, 29, of Detroit. 

“Just to get out of everyday office work 
for the day ... something different,” an¬ 
swered Staff Sgt. Reynaldo Jimenez, 35, 
of Fresno, Calif. 

“That was a small piece of it,” Massey 
said. “The other piece was to do a debrief 
from deployment. You guys experienced 
some difficult challenges up there (on the 
mountain). Downrange you felt like you 
were pushed to the limit at some point. 
This is to simulate that in a noncombat 
scenario.” 

Farrell asked the soldiers: “Was any¬ 
thing you had to do today like anything 
you experienced in Iraq?” 

“If it lasted 18 hours longer,” Peace 
replied. 

In Iraq, L Troop provided the regiment’s 
signals services. No members of the unit 
were killed or wounded in action during 
the mission but the job was stressful and 
involved long hours setting up computer 
and telephone networks, Massey said. 

“I really didn’t sleep much downrange,” 
Peace added. 

Farrell told the soldiers to think about 
the transition from combat to life at 
home. 

“You have to bring your brain back to 
reality — working regular hours and hav¬ 


ing time to spend with friends. With this 
program we are trying to give you differ¬ 
ent options for things to do in your spare 
time. So you aren’t saying: T want to go to 
the office,’ or worse, T want to go back to 
Iraq,’ ” he said. 

In the same way they recognized risks 
when they were clinging to the cliff face, 
the soldiers should recognize risky behav¬ 
ior in every day life, he said. 

“You are allowed to step back (from un¬ 
safe situations). It is not like you are facing 
a machine gun nest or have to get the (com¬ 


munications) node set up. You don’t have to 
get behind the wheel and drive 1,000 miles 
an hour, or race around on a motorcycle or 
drink until your face falls off,” he said. 

He added that the Army is not saying: 
“If we wanted you to have a life we would 
have issued you one at GIF (Central Issue 
Facility).” 

“Go live life and have fun. The Army is 
saying that. Here is your GIF issue — go 
have a life,” he said.

Program for youth seeks staff 


YONGSAN GARRISON, South Korea 

— While some military spouses might 
bemoan a lack of employment in South 
Korea, U.S. Army Garrison-Yongsan 
commander Col. Dave Hall said there 
is employment for those who want it. 

Hall said the garrison’s Child and 
Youth Services program — particu¬ 
larly at the Child Development Center 

— is desperately understaffed and is 
looking to immediately hire 15 to 17 
new employees. 

“We need to fill those positions to¬ 
morrow,” he said. 

Hall said the job involves long hours 
and usually pays between $9 and $11 
an hour, so he is considering incentives 
to bring more caregivers on board. 

Hall said the garrison might offer a 
cash bonus to current CDC employees 
who recruit someone new to work there. 
He is also looking into raising the pay. 


allowing employees to own cars — a 
privilege not extended to everyone at 
Yongsan — and waiving child care fees 
for children of employees. 

“We need to be at full staffing,” Hall 
said. 

Civilian Personnel Advisory Center 
director Ken Stark said working at the 
CDC can also serve as a “foot in the 
door” for those looking to enter govern¬ 
ment service. 

He said people who work there for at 
least a year can be considered internal 
hires in the GS system. 

Hall said full-time and part-time 
positions are available with Child and 
Youth Services.

Pilot program 
to kick off soon

YONGSAN GARRISON, South Korea 
— Getting a job might soon get a little 
easier for military spouses in the Yongsan 
area. 

Officials with U.S. Army Garrison- 
Yongsan’s Civilian Personnel Advisory 
Center are awaiting the start of a pilot 
program that will put spouses in the 
Priority Placement Program for govern¬ 
ment employment. 

Military spouses living in the States 
already are eligible for the program, 
which puts qualified spouses into govern¬ 
ment jobs ahead of other applicants, but 
the program has never applied to spouses 
overseas, said Ken Stark, Yongsan’s civil¬ 
ian advisory center director. 

Stark couldn’t say when the program 
will start, but that it should be soon. 

“We’re waiting for the word to come 
down,” he said. 

Meanwhile, garrison officials are taking 
other steps to ease the employment search 
for spouses at Yongsan. 

Garrison commander Col. Dave Hall 
said 324 family members have been hired 
since January, a number he hopes to 
improve through a variety of initiatives. 

Hall said the garrison is planning to 
combine the advisory center’s month¬ 
ly Resumix classes, regular Army 
Community Service job fairs and an 
upcoming series of job-search train¬ 
ing seminars into a single program for 
spouses. 

Hall said because Resumix is a compli¬ 
cated program, many spouses who should 
be eligible for jobs aren’t coming up on 
referral lists. He believes taking the class¬ 
es and receiving 1-on-l assistance will be 
beneficial. 

“If [spouses] know we care and they 
know we are going to embrace them, they 
will come to the classes,” Hall said. “Right 
now the goal is just to educate the commu¬ 
nity on what we’re trying to do and get as 
many spouses in the system as we can.” 

Hall said the advisory center also is 
e-mailing vacancy announcements to 
Family Readiness Group leaders three 
to four days before they’re announced 
elsewhere to give spouses a jump on the 
application process. 

He suggested volunteering through 
community services as a way of increas¬ 
ing visibility to prospective employers. 
Volunteering, he said, has led to employ¬ 
ment for several Army spouses in recent 
months, including Hall’s administrative 
assistant. 

“They get visibility, and they get fodder 
for their resume,” Hall said. “There is no 
better reference for job performance than 
to be seen working.” 


Another quick ticket out of unemploy¬ 
ment, Hall said, is to apply for work at the 
garrison’s Child and Youth Services pro¬ 
gram. He said the garrison is considering 
a number of incentives to bring the facility 
up to full staffing. 

An additional option. Stark said, is apply¬ 
ing for jobs designated for local nationals. 
Stark said Korean nationals receive prior¬ 
ity on those jobs, but if a qualified Korean 
can’t be found, spouses are the next prior¬ 
ity. Stark said any spouse, including those 


from third countries, can apply for those 
jobs. 

Hall said the garrison should know 
within six months how successful the 
initiatives have been, but he emphasized 
that spouse employment has become a 
garrison priority. 

“We’re trying to be innovative,” Hall 
said. “I think right now we’re taking the 
lead in Korea.”

Activists oppose Navy’s use of dolphins in Northwest

SILVERDALE, Wash. — Some of the 
United States’ most sophisticated military 
submarines are based in the chilly waters 
of Puget Sound, an inlet of islands, penin¬ 
sulas and harbors that is worryingly vul¬ 
nerable to terrorist attack from a furtive 
diver or brazen suicide swimmer. 

But the U.S. Navy’s plan to use a squad¬ 
ron of highly trained dolphins and sea lions 
to patrol and protect the submarine fleet 
is running into opposition from those who 


fear the glacier-fed waters of the sound are 
too frigid for warm-water dolphins. 

The dolphins, based in San Diego, al¬ 
ready provide security for the Navy’s 
Kings Bay submarine base in southeast 
Georgia, and have been deployed through 
the years in Vietnam, Bahrain and Iraq. 

But the dolphins in San Diego are accus¬ 
tomed to water temperatures averaging 10 
degrees higher than those in Puget Sound. 

And the dolphins the Navy plans to de¬ 
ploy in Puget Sound aren’t even the Pa¬ 
cific dolphins native to California. They’re 


from the Atlantic, often captured in the 
warm waters of the Caribbean that may 
be 20 to 30 degrees warmer than those 
in Washington state, said Toni Frohoff, a 
dolphin biologist opposed to the dolphin 
deployment. 

Navy officials say the dolphins have 
been trained in cold water, including win¬ 
tertime stints in Alaska, Norway, Connect¬ 
icut, Denmark and Germany. To alleviate 
concerns, the Navy is proposing to warm 
up the dolphins’ holding pens when the 
water temperature falls below 52 degrees. 


USS Lassen 
involved in 
boat collision

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, Japan — A 
Navy destroyer and a pleasure boat collided 
near Yokosuka harbor Sunday, but appeared 
to suffer no significant damage, Japanese 
Coast Guard and Navy officials said. 

At about 12:25 p.m., the guided-missile de¬ 
stroyer USS Lassen made contact with the Su- 
momo II, a 34-foot boat with four people on 
board, according to statements from the Navy 
and Japanese Coast Guard. 

“Although there are some damages at 
the bow and the starboard side of the boat, 
none of the four people on board were in¬ 
jured,” according to the translated Japanese 
Coast Guard statement. “There was also no 
flooding and [Sumomo H] was able to self 
operate/navigate.” 

The Sumomo H captain, Seishi Hotoda 
of Tokyo, was fishing when the incident oc¬ 
curred, according to the Japanese Coast 
Guard statement. 

The Lassen returned to port under its own 
power. Navy officials said. 

Preliminary indications showed no signifi¬ 
cant damage to the ship. Navy officials said. 

“We’re working closely with the Japanese 
Coast Guard,” said Navy spokesman Lt. Cmdr. 
K.C. Marshall on Sunday.

Rear Adm. Kelly 
to get high honor 
from Boy Scouts

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, Japan — The 
commander of U.S. naval forces in Japan 
soon will share an honor with men like Steven 
Spielberg and Neil Armstrong. 

Rear Adm. James Kelly hasn’t been to the 
moon or directed an Indiana Jones sequel, 
but he will join a short list of men honored 
as Distinguished Eagle Scouts during a cer¬ 
emony Feb. 28 at the Officers’ Club here. 

Of roughly 1.5 million Eagle Scouts, only 
about 1,600 have received the Distinguished 
Eagle Award. 

The award requires at least 25 years of 
service to the Boy Scouts since first becom¬ 
ing a scout. Eagle Scout is the highest rank 
in scouting. 

“I could not have been successful at the 
Naval Academy and in my naval career with¬ 
out the experiences and knowledge that I 
gained from being a Boy Scout,” Kelly wrote 
in an e-mail to Stars and Stripes. “It is truly 
a great honor.” 

Recipients must show “significant accom¬ 
plishment in one’s career and a solid record 
of continued community volunteer involve¬ 
ment,” according to the Far East Council of 
Boy Scouts of America, whose members will 
honor Kelly at the ceremony. 

Kelly received his original Eagle Scout 
award in 1966 in Troop 21 from Schenectady, 
N.Y 

Others with military backgrounds to accept 
the Distinguished Eagle Award include Presi¬ 
dent Gerald Ford; Gen. William C. Westmore¬ 
land; Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt Jr.; Secretary of 
Defense Robert Gates; and former Secretary 
of Defense Donald Rumsfeld.

Bill would turn 
closed bases 
into shelters

A Florida congressman wants to give a half dozen 
closed-down military bases new life in order to save 
lives. 

U.S. Rep. Alcee Hastings, D-Fla., has proposed a bill 
that would turn six shuttered military bases nationwide 
into national emergency centers. 

Those centers would provide temporary housing, 
medical and humanitarian assistance to people dis¬ 
placed by an emergency or natural disaster; furnish 
sites for first responders, government, nonprofits and 
faith-based organizations to coordi¬ 
nate a response; and serve as train¬ 
ing centers. The bill is being called 
the National Emergency Centers 
Establishment Act. 

“The congressman thought there 
would be an opportunity to set up 
emergency locations at six loca¬ 
tions around the country to help 
people during emergencies,” said 
Lale Mamaux, Hastings’ chief 
of staff. “I think that it is really 
quite critical as we saw with Hur¬ 
ricane Katrina ... the response was 
terrible. 

“The purpose of this is to have something in place in 
the event of a natural disaster,” Mamaux said. “Having 
the resources to put something right in [a closed] base 
and assist people in a timely matter is important.” 

Such centers would be ideal in places like California 
because of wildfires and Florida with its hurricanes, 
she said. 

Officials with the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency said they can’t comment about proposed leg¬ 
islation or whether such centers are needed. But they 
pointed out that FEMA already has eight logistical 
centers and distribution warehouses around the United 
States and three off-shore storage sites where emergen¬ 
cy supplies of food, blankets, generators and other items 
are stored. 

“On shelters, we work with the states on that and they 
select the designated areas that would be shelters,” said 
Ashley Small, a FEMA public affairs specialist. 

FEMA may not have national emergency centers 
nationwide like what Hastings is proposing, but it does 
have urban search and rescue task forces around the 
country. Those first-responders come from fire depart¬ 
ments across the country and are trained to provide 
anything from drinking water to search crews to find 
people buried in collapsed buildings. 

As for what bases to turn into emergency centers, 
Mamaux said that would have to be coordinated be¬ 
tween the Department of Homeland Security, which 
FEMA is under, and the Department of Defense. 

It is also unclear about how much it would cost to 
transform those military bases into emergency centers, 
but the infrastructure on bases with the housing quar¬ 
ters and other amenities is already there, said Mamaux. 
She added that she grew up on Air Force bases, so she 
does not believe it would be difficult to turn bases into 
emergency centers. “There are so many components 
when responding to a natural disaster and to bring them 
all together is of significance and importance,” Mam¬ 
aux said.

ISLAMABAD — The Taliban an¬ 
nounced a 10-day cease-fire in Pak¬ 
istan’s Swat Valley on Sunday after 
freeing a Chinese hostage during 
peace talks with the government, 
while an abducted American threat¬ 
ened with imminent death by his kid¬ 
nappers remained missing. 

Past peace deals with militants, in¬ 
cluding in Swat, have failed, and any 
agreement this time could re-spark 
U.S. criticism that the talks merely 
give insurgents time to regroup and 
rearm. 

Pakistan’s government, however, 
insists that it cannot rely on force 
alone to defeat the al-Qaida and Tal¬ 
iban fighters in its regions bordering 
Afghanistan. 

Taliban spokesman Muslim Khan 
called the release of Chinese engi¬ 
neer Long Xiaowei a goodwill gesture 
as government officials and a group 
linked to the Swat insurgents said 
they had come to terms on introduc¬ 
ing elements of Islamic law in Swat 
and surrounding areas. 

A formal announcement on an 
agreement was expected as early as 
Monday. 

“In view of these developments, we 
announce a unilateral cease-fire for 


10 days, but we reserve the right to 
retaliate if we are fired upon,” Khan 
told The Associated Press. 

Regaining Swat, a former tourist 
haven, is a major test for Pakistan’s 
shaky civilian leaders. 

Meanwhile, a string of attacks on 
foreigners has underscored the de¬ 
teriorating overall security in the 
country. 

On Friday, the kidnappers of Amer¬ 
ican U.N. official John Solecki threat¬ 
ened to kill him within 72 hours and 
issued a 20-second video of the blind¬ 
folded captive saying he was “sick and 
in trouble.” 

U.N. officials said Sunday they were 
still trying to establish contact with 
the gunmen who seized Solecki on 
Feb. 2. 

The kidnappers have identified 
themselves as members of the previ¬ 
ously unknown Baluchistan Libera¬ 
tion United Front, indicating a link to 
separatists rather than to Islamists. 
The captors have demanded the re¬ 
lease of 141 women allegedly held in 
Pakistan, but Interior Ministry chief 
Rehman Malik has denied that the 


women are being held. 

Baluchistan provincial government 
spokesman Syed Kamran said it was 
offering a $31,363 reward “for any in¬ 
formation leading to the recovery of 
the kidnapped U.N. official.” 

Mian Iftikhar Hussain, informa¬ 
tion minister for North West Frontier 
Province, confirmed that authorities 
were talking to members of the Teh- 
rik Nifaz-e-Sharia Mohammed, or 
the Movement for the Enforcement 
of Islamic Law, on ways to implement 
on-the-books regulations allowing Is¬ 
lamic judicial practices in Swat and 
surrounding areas. 

“Once Islamic law is imposed there 
will be no problems in Swat,” Khan 
said. “The Taliban will lay down their 
arms.” 

Although agreeing to an Islamic 
judicial system is a concession to the 
insurgents, many civilians in the re¬ 
gion would likely welcome the move 
after years of dissatisfaction with the 
inefficient secular justice system. But 
how exactly the government is will¬ 
ing to define Islamic law remains to 
be seen. 


Military: 83 malaria cases in ’08

More than 80 U.S. military personnel 
contracted malaria last year despite all 
the medications and precautions made 
available to the forces, according to a 
recent Pentagon study. 

Complacency seems to be the main 
reason, said Dr. (Col.) Peter Weina, a 
board-certified infectious diseases 
physician and chairman of the De¬ 
fense Department’s severe malaria 
program. 

“Unfortunately, we are all human 
and all fallible, and as such, we don’t 
either take our meds on schedule — or 
at all — and we are horrible at doing 
personal protective measures,” said 
Weina, who has worked with malaria 
since 1977. “We have to be right 100 
percent of the time; the mosquito — or 
malaria parasite — only has to be right 
once. 

“Every U.S. troop believes they are 
John Wayne and indestructible. ... 
None believe that a little mosquito will 
take them down when they are facing 
Taliban, roadside bombs and bullets 
every day. So they forget or ignore the 
advice of the docs and get malaria,” 
Weina said. 

In 2008, 83 troops were diagnosed 
or reported to have malaria, accord¬ 
ing to a review in the January edition 
of the Defense Department’s Medical 
Surveillance Monthly Report. More 
than two-thirds were caused by infec¬ 
tions likely acquired in Afghanistan, it 
stated. 

Of the 83 recorded cases, 55 were 
contracted in Central Asia and the 
Middle East and 22 contracted in “un¬ 
known” locations. One was contract¬ 
ed in Korea, three in Africa, two in 
Central or South America, the report 
stated. 

The report noted a dramatic de¬ 
crease in cases reported out of South 
Korea, where most cases were con¬ 
tracted before 2004. 


“The most significant finding of 
this summary relates to the decline in 
cases from Korea. From the mid-1990s 
through 2004, most cases of malaria 
among U.S. military members were 
due to P. vivax infections acquired 
near the demilitarized zone in Korea,” 
the report says. 

The decline is attributed to U.S. mil¬ 
itary prevention policies and control 
programs such as eliminating breeding 
sites. No cases were reported in 2008 
from troops stationed in Korea, though 
one case was considered “Korea-ac¬ 
quired” from a soldier who traveled to 
Korea in 2007, the report stated. 

Four species are capable of infect¬ 
ing humans and causing clinically 
significant illnesses: Plasmodium fal¬ 
ciparum, which is the most deadly; 
Plasmodium vivax, the most common; 
Plasmodium ovale, and Plasmodium 
malariae. 

Failure to take anti-malaria medi¬ 
cine can land a person in trouble, a 
Pentagon spokesman said. 

“An order to follow requirements for 
medical countermeasures to disease 
threats (subject to medical exemptions 
or any other rules for exceptions) is 
the same as any other lawful military 
order,” said Cmdr. Jeffrey Gordon. 
He did not have answers to questions 
such as what is the punishment, or how 
many troops might have been penal¬ 
ized for disobeying the order. 

Early symptoms include headaches, 
feeling of weakness and exhaustion, 
achy bones, loss of appetite, desire 
to stretch or yawn, and nausea and 
vomiting. 

“We get sick with a prodrome (early 
symptoms) that looks like the flu, or 
a stomach ache, or just feeling a little 
under the weather,” said Weina, who 
works at the Division of Experimen¬ 
tal Therapeutics at Walter Reed Army 
Institute of Research in Washington, 
D.C. “Rarely do we see the classic 
fever chill cycle, but eventually, if not 
treated, it can often be fatal in ‘non-im- 


munes’ like we in the U.S. are.” 

People who live in endemic coun¬ 
tries and are constantly exposed to the 
parasite develop a semi-immunity to 
it, he said. “People who do not grow up 
and live with this are non-immune and 
get sick, and even can die, from seem¬ 
ingly low level infections.” 

During the review’s seven-year 
surveillance period, cases stemming 
from Afghanistan were reported every 
month of the year. Cases typically in¬ 
creased during the spring, plateaued 
in the summer, and declined in the fall, 
according to the four-page review. 

With the U.S. Navy sending warships 
and sailors to the African continent as 
part of Africa Partnership Station’s 
ongoing teaching mission with African 
nations, the service is ratcheting up its 
precautions. 

“Sub-Saharan Africa is considered 
endemic for malaria and all... person¬ 
nel are required to follow preventive 
medicine guidelines which include 
prescription anti-malarial medica¬ 
tions,” said Capt. Mark Malakooti, 
Naval Forces Europe-Africa Preven¬ 
tive Medicine Officer. “Personnel are 
also educated on prevention measures 
such as the use of DEET on exposed 
skin and proper wear of permethrin- 
treated uniforms, especially during 
periods of increased insect activity.” 

Malaria cases in 2008 were reported 
from more than 30 medical facilities, 
with Landstuhl Regional Medical Cen¬ 
ter in Germany reporting the largest 
number at 15. 

The best way to safeguard against 
contracting the disease is with person¬ 
al protective measures, such as taking 
medications and using repellent such 
as DEET, Permethrin-treated uni¬ 
forms, and mosquito netting on beds 
and cots, Weina said.

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Troops work on helping Iraqis find work

ISKANDARIYAH, Iraq 
.S. troops are shifting 
more of their efforts 
toward nation building 
rather than conducting 
combat operations as the security 
situation improves in northern 
Babil province. 

Infantry units, although most 
comfortable with, and best 
trained for, kinetic operations, 
are identifying ways to improve 
governance and economics. 

Other units with the 172nd In¬ 
fantry Brigade at Forward Oper¬ 
ating Base Kalsu are providing 
security escorts for State Depart¬ 
ment members of provincial re¬ 
construction teams. More units 
based at FOB Kalsu are training 
for such security escort missions. 

On Wednesday, an infantry bat¬ 
talion commander sipped tea and 
chatted with the director of an 
Iraqi state-owned company that 
assembles tractors in Iskandari¬ 
yah, another sign of this shift in 
the role of the U.S. military. 

Sabah al Khafaji, the general 
director of the State Company of 
Mechanical Industries, guided 
Lt. Col. Steven Miska, command¬ 
er of the 1st Battalion, 2nd Infan¬ 
try Regiment, and a few other 
officers on a tour of the facility. 
Underscoring the improved se¬ 
curity environment and likely as 
a gesture of goodwill, Miska and 
the officers left their helmets and 
body armor in their vehicles but 
remained armed. However, sev¬ 
eral heavily armed soldiers in 
full “battle rattle” escorted the 
officers during the visit. 

Miska, commander of Task 
Force 1-2 as the Schweinfurt, 
Germany-based battalion is 
known during its deployment, 
sought to learn more about what 
was going on economically in 
his area of operations. More spe¬ 
cifically, Miska wanted to iden¬ 
tify the types of jobs available for 
young military-aged males in the 
area and figure out ways to help 
Iraqis increase employment. 

“We are not the primary people 
responsible for trying to push eco¬ 
nomic development, but it helps if 
we understand what’s going on 


— both from the Iraqi perspec¬ 
tive and the provincial recon¬ 
struction team,” said Miska, who 
formerly taught economics at the 
U.S. Military Academy. “When 
I get to meet the Iraqis and talk 
to them one-on-one, they get to 
explain this is the way forward 
for them as far as their market¬ 
ing, their manufacturing strat¬ 
egy, then it helps me understand 
where some of the opportunities 
are. You heard us talk about un¬ 
employment. Unemployment is a 
huge problem pretty much every¬ 
where in Iraq.” 

Job shortages 

The root cause of a lot of the 
tension in the area is unemploy¬ 
ment, Miska said. Large numbers 
of unemployed men could make 
tempting recruits for terror¬ 
ist organizations or insurgents

ready with cash. With the “Sons 
of Iraq” — a nationwide program 
that provides steady pay for near¬ 
ly 100,000 males who serve as 
guards at roadside checkpoints 
— expected to dissolve sometime 
this year, job creation is a priority 
throughout the country. 

The Iskandariyah Industrial 
Complex, which houses the State 
Company of Mechanical Indus¬ 
tries and other factories, could 
provide thousands of needed jobs 
in the area. Prior to the U.S. mili¬ 
tary “surge” in 2007, the State 
Company of Mechanical Indus¬ 
tries at the complex employed 
only 400 workers, according to an 
Army presentation. Today, about 
6,000 people work there. 


But some workers don’t bother 
showing up because they get paid 
by the government regardless, 
and Khafaji acknowledged that 
the company would be all right 
with 3,000 employees. 

At one point, the industrial 
complex, which prior to the war 
housed a functioning weapons 
factory, employed about 30,000. 
Currently, almost 11,000 are 
employed at various factories 
throughout the complex. 

When the men first sat down 
in Khafaji’s office, Miska asked 
what challenges Khafaji faced. 
The Iraqi replied that competi¬ 
tion is a challenge because he 
needs to work with big compa¬ 
nies to improve his technology. 
Khafaji then asked if American 
companies could either become 
investors in his company or share 
their technology. Khafaji men¬ 
tioned the need for international 


investment and technology shar¬ 
ing, repeatedly. 

Following the talk, Khafaji took 
the officers on a tour of the com¬ 
pany’s factory. If not for Muslim 
workers kneeling and bowing on 
rugs during daily prayers, the 
factory wouldn’t have been out of 
place in the American Steel Belt 
— circa 1940. 

Miska and Khafaji both ex¬ 
pressed their willingness to co¬ 
operate to improve the economic 
situation. 

But the vital question, which 
Miska raised even before speak¬ 
ing with Khafaji, remains how 
to harness the potential of the 
facility. 

“There’s a lot of potential,” 
Miska said. “It’s just how you get 
it moving.”

Units can shift focns to political, economic improvements, commander says 


Because of the decreased vio¬ 
lence in Iraq, the Army can de¬ 
vote more of its organizational 
energy on issues outside its tra¬ 
ditional role of merely fighting 
wars. 

The way forward in Iraq is po¬ 
litical and economic progress, 
said Lt. Col. Steven Miska, com¬ 
mander of the 1st Battalion, 2nd 
Infantry Regiment out of Sch¬ 
weinfurt, Germany. 

Units within the battalion — 
known as Task Force 1-2 — pro¬ 
vide security escorts for State 
Department officials with pro¬ 
vincial reconstruction teams. 

“As long as we’ve got a stable 
enough environment that allows 
us to help in other areas, the way 
I help is I help get the political 
experts, the economic experts 


where they need to be and meet 
with the folks they need to meet 
with,” he said. 

The Army also provides 
manpower. 

The State Department really 
doesn’t have the equivalent of 
platoon leaders and company 
commanders, Miska said. 

“We fill that role,” he said. “We 
dual-hat for many of the other 
agencies in the government be¬ 
cause they don’t have the same 
capacity that the Department of 
Defense has. 

“We’ve trained a lot of our 
junior officers to at least have 
a good understanding of some 
of the problems and the com¬ 
plexities, and then to help bring 
the real subject-matter ex¬ 
perts out there when we get the 


opportunity.” 

In June, there were roughly 
6,600 foreign service officers in 
the State Department, according 
to an article in the January/Feb¬ 
ruary edition of Foreign Affairs 
magazine. 


There are more musicians in 
military bands than there are 
U.S. diplomats, according to the 
article. 

The Defense Department’s 
2008 budget was more than 24 
times as large as the combined 


budget of the State Department 
and U.S. Agency for Interna¬ 
tional Development — $750 bil¬ 
lion compared to $31 billion, 
according to the Foreign Affairs 
article.

Ex-Gitmo guard speaks out

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico — 
Army Pvt. Brandon Neely was 
scared when he took Guantana¬ 
mo’s first shackled detainees off 
a bus. Told to expect vicious ter¬ 
rorists, he grabbed a trembling, 
elderly detainee and ground his 
face into the cement — the first 
of a range of humiliations he says 
he participated in and witnessed 
as the prison was opening for 
business. 

Neely has now come forward 
in this final year of the deten¬ 
tion center’s existence, saying he 
wants to publicly air his feelings of 
guilt and shame about how some 
soldiers behaved as the military 
scrambled to handle the first al¬ 
leged al-Qaida and Taliban mem¬ 
bers arriving at the isolated US. 
Navy base. 

His account, one of the first by a 
former guard describing abuses at 
Guantanamo, describes a chaotic 
time when soldiers lacked clear 
rules for dealing with detainees 
who were denied many basic com¬ 
forts. He says the circumstances 


changed quickly once monitors 
from the International Committee 
of the Red Cross arrived. 

After the Sept. 11, 2001 terror 
attacks and the swift US. mili¬ 
tary response in Afghanistan, the 
Bush administration had little 
time to prepare for the hundreds 
of prisoners being swept up on 
the battlefield. The U.S. Southern 
Command was given only a few 
weeks notice before they began ar¬ 
riving at Guantanamo Bay Naval 
Base in Cuba — a locale thought 
to be beyond the reach of U.S. and 
Cuban law. The first arrivals were 
housed in cages that had been 
used for Haitian migrants almost 
a decade earlier. 

Now President Barack Obama 
is committed to closing the prison 
and finding new ways of handling 
the remaining 245 detainees as 
well as any future terror suspects. 

“If Guantanamo has taught us 
anything, it’s the importance of 
abiding by the rule of law,” said 
Jennifer Daskal, senior counter¬ 
terrorism counsel for Human 
Rights Watch. 

Or as Neely put it in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated Press 


this week, “The stuff I did and the 
stuff I saw was just wrong.” 

Neely, a burly Texan who served 
for a year in Iraq after his six 
months at Guantanamo, received 
an honorable discharge last year, 
with the rank of specialist, and 
now works as a law enforcement 
officer in the Houston area. He is 
also president of the local chapter 
of Iraq Veterans Against the War. 

An urge to tell his story led him 
to the University of California at 
Davis’ Guantanamo Testimonials 
Project, an effort to document ac¬ 
counts of prisoner abuse. 

Neely says he feels personally 
ashamed for how he treated that 
elderly detainee the first day. As he 
recalls it, the man made a move¬ 
ment to resist on his way to his 
cage, and he responded by shov¬ 
ing the shackled man headfirst to 
the ground, bruising and scraping 
his face. Other soldiers hog-tied 
the man and left him in the sun for 
hours. Only later did Neely learn 
— from another detainee — that 
the man had jerked away thinking 
he was about to be executed. 

“I just felt horrible,” Neely 
recalled.

TORONTO — A U.S. Marine 
wanted by the military for aban¬ 
doning his unit, who fatally shot 
himself after sneaking across the 
border into Canada, had served 
two tours in Iraq, officials said 
Saturday. 

Timothy Scott, 22, turned a 
gun on himself Thursday at his 
mother’s home near Bridgewater, 
Nova Scotia, said the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Mounted Police. 

A statement released by 
the Marine Corps Base Camp 
Lejeune, N.C., said Scott had been 
deployed to Iraq for eight months 
in 2007 and for seven months in 
2008.

Military officials have begun 
targeting more immigrants in 
their recruiting efforts, offering 
them citizenship in as little as six 
months, according to a New York 
Times report. 

Permanent resident immigrants 
have already been able to enlist 
and get on a fast track to citizen¬ 
ship. According to Pentagon sta¬ 
tistics, about 29,000 foreign-born 
individuals are serving in the U.S. 
armed forces. 

The new program, according 
to the Times, will focus on tem¬ 
porary residents who have lived 
in the United States at least two 
years. Officials said the program 
will be limited to 1,000 enlistees 
in the first year but could expand 
its roles if successful. 


The Marine rifleman, who was 
assigned to a support battalion 
at Camp Lejeune, had joined the 
Marine Corps in 2005, the state¬ 
ment said. 

Police said Scott, who left his 
unit sometime around Feb. 10, 
entered into Canada near Houl- 
ton, Maine, on Feb. 11. 

He arrived at his mother’s 
home the next day, where he 
initially threatened her before 
turning the gun on himself, said 
RCMP Staff Sgt. Mark Furey. 

The Marine Corps statement 
said Scott lived in Alexandria, 
Va., a few hours’ drive from where 
Furey said Scott’s parents owned 
another home in Norfolk, Va. 


Military recruiters told the 
Times that they will target highly- 
educated immigrants and hope 
the recruits can help fill shortages 
in medical care, language inter¬ 
pretation and field intelligence 
analysis. 

The Pentagon has had the au¬ 
thority to recruit immigrants 
since 2001, but also has specific 
rules against allowing illegal im¬ 
migrants into the military. 

According to the Times, the 
pilot program will begin in New 
York to recruit about 550 tempo¬ 
rary immigrants who speak one 
of 35 languages, including Arabic, 
Chinese, Hindi, Nigerian dialects, 
Kurdish, Nepalese, Pashto, Rus¬ 
sian and Tamil. Spanish speakers 
are not eligible. Recruits will have 
to pass an English test.

AF lawyer fighting for detainee

LONDON — A U.S. military 
lawyer blitzed London last week, 
calling for the immediate release 
of her client, who allegedly was 
trained in an al-Qaida terrorist 
camp, from the U.S. military pris¬ 
on at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

Claiming that Binyam Mo- 
hamed, a former British resident 
who’s on a hunger strike at Guan¬ 
tanamo, will leave prison “insane” 
or “in a coffin” if he’s not released 
soon. Air Force Reserve Lt. Col. 
Yvonne Bradley has made herself 
a thorn in the side of her military 
superiors, her commander in 
chief and other officials on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

All the charges against Mo- 
hamed have been dropped, and 


in a private meeting on Wednes¬ 
day, Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband 
told Bradley 
—andsubse¬ 
quently the 
news media 
— that the 
Obama ad¬ 
ministration 
had agreed 
to make 
reviewing 
Mohamed’s 
case a “pri¬ 
ority.” A 
British delegation plans to visit 
Mohamed in prison “as soon as 
possible,” and it will include a 
doctor who can assess his ability 
to travel, Miliband said. 

Bradley, 45, who calls herself 
“a lawyer and a soldier” and a 


“lifelong Republican,” said that 
she blames the Bush administra¬ 
tion for Mohamed’s arrest and 
for his treatment in captivity. 
Asked if she thinks her client is 
innocent, Bradley replied that he 
“was in the wrong place at the 
wrong time.” 

Her views have changed dra¬ 
matically since she joined Mo¬ 
hamed’s legal team in 2005. She 
said that when she was assigned 
to his case, she was “a true be¬ 
liever” in America’s campaign 
against terrorism. 

Then she received orders that 
her assignment would last 90 
days. “That should have been 
my first warning that something 
was wrong,” she said. “I can’t 
try a small possession of mari¬ 
juana (case) in 90 days, let alone 
a major war crime.” 
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Russia to allow shipments 
of nonlethal U.S. supplies

Military, Iraq partner 
for $53M pier project

MOSCOW — The shipment 
of U.S. military supplies for Af¬ 
ghanistan through Russia will 
begin soon, news agencies quoted 
Russia’s foreign minister as say¬ 
ing Saturday. 

“The transit will take place lit¬ 
erally within days,” Sergey Lav¬ 
rov told TV Tsentr, according 
to the Interfax, ITAR-Tass and 
RIA-Novosti agencies. 

Foreign Ministry officials could 
not be reached for comment late 
Saturday, and the reports did not 
say whether the supplies would 
transit Russia by land or air. How¬ 
ever, Russia announced last week 
that it would allow U.S. shipments 
of nonlethal military supplies to 
Afghanistan. 

Supply routes to Afghanistan 
for the U.S.-led international mili¬ 
tary operation have become an in¬ 
creasingly critical issue in recent 
months amid growing militant at¬ 
tacks on the land routes through 
Pakistan that carry about 75 per¬ 
cent of U.S. supplies. 

The U.S. plans to send around 
30,000 more troops to Afghani¬ 
stan this year. 

Concerns rose further this 


month when Kyrgyzstan’s presi¬ 
dent announced that the Central 
Asian country intends to evict a 
U.S. military base that is an im¬ 
portant transit point for Afghani¬ 
stan-bound troops and supplies. 
The base also is home to tanker 
planes that refuel military air¬ 
craft over Afghanistan. 

The planned closure — which 
still must be approved by the Kyr¬ 
gyz parliament — was announced 
shortly after Russia announced 
an aid package totaling more 
than $2 billion for the impover¬ 
ished country. The timing led to 
wide speculation that the aid and 
the base closure were linked. 

Russian officials have denied 
any linkage, but the Kremlin is 
uncomfortable with a U.S. mili¬ 
tary presence in the ex-Soviet re¬ 
public that it regards as part of its 
traditional sphere of influence. 

But Russia recently has shown 
renewed willingness to help the 
international forces fighting the 
Taliban in Afghanistan. Russia 
also has responded favorably to 
President Barack Obama’s go- 
slow approach on a proposed U.S. 
missile shield in Europe and signs 
of U.S. accord with Moscow. 

After agreeing this month to the 


transit of nonlethal U.S. supplies 
to Afghanistan, Lavrov raised the 
prospect that Russia could also 
agree to allow the transshipment 
of U.S. armaments — presumably 
in exchange for U.S. concessions 
such as backing off from support 
for NATO membership for Geor¬ 
gia and Ukraine. 

The Kremlin last year signed 
a framework deal with NATO 
for transit of nonlethal cargo for 
coalition forces in Afghanistan 
and has allowed some alliance 
members. Ground routes through 
Russia would likely cross into 
Kazakhstan and then Uzbeki¬ 
stan before entering northern 
Afghanistan. 

The U.S. has reached a pre¬ 
liminary deal with Kazakhstan 
to use its territory, and officials 
have said they are considering 
resuming military cooperation 
with Uzbekistan, which neigh¬ 
bors Afghanistan. 

That option is problematic for 
Washington: Uzbekistan kicked 
U.S. forces out of a base there 
after sharp U.S. criticism of the 
country’s human rights record 
and the government’s brutal 
quashing of a 2005 uprising.

Iraq and the U.S. military have 
agreed on a $53 million project to 
built a pier and seawall at the Um 
Qasr port, near Basra. 

The project is the first Foreign 
Military Sales project between 
Iraq and the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, officials said. 

FMS is a program in which a 
country pays the United States 
for construction and supplies for 
a project. 

The project will end up as a 
berthing facility for the Iraqi 
Navy and support coalition pa¬ 
trol vessels securing the port and 
oil platforms, according to corps 


officials. 

The Iraqi government is pro¬ 
viding funding, and the corps is 
supplying contract and construc¬ 
tion management, said Maj. Gen. 
Michael R. Eyre, commander of 
the Corps’ Gulf Region Division. 

The agreement was signed Feb. 
12 in Baghdad, officials said. 

Design of the project, which 
is said to use the latest marine 
technology, is 99 percent com¬ 
plete. Construction is to begin in 
March, and division officials say 
the project should be completed 
by September. 

The contractors are CCI Inc. 
and Poly Earth Construction 
International. 


Iraqi officials: Some 
election results rejected

BAGHDAD — Iraqi officials 
nullified election results in more 
than 30 polling stations across 
the country due to fraud in last 
month’s provincial balloting, but 
the cases were not significant 
enough to require a new vote in 
any province, the election chief 
said Sunday. 

Faraj al-Haidari of the election 
commission said final results of 
the Jan. 31 voting would be certi¬ 
fied and announced this week. 

Also Sunday, the U.S. military 
says an American soldier has 
been killed by a roadside bomb in 
southern Iraq. 

A statement says the Multi- 
National Division-Center soldier 
was killed Sunday but does not 
provide any further details. 

On the election, preliminary 
official results announced Feb. 
5 showed Prime Minister Nouri 


al-Maliki’s ticket swept to victory 
over Shiite religious parties in 
Baghdad and southern Iraq — a 
strong endorsement of his crack¬ 
down on Shiite extremists. 

Voters in 14 of the 18 provinces 
were choosing members of ruling 
provincial councils in an election 
seen as a dress rehearsal for par¬ 
liamentary voting by the end of 
the year. 

Al-Haidari said his commis¬ 
sion had looked into fraud alle¬ 
gations from across the country 
and would announce the findings 
along with the certified results. 
But he added “we won’t cancel” 
the election in any province. 

He told The Associated Press 
that the polling stations where 
ballots were nullified were scat¬ 
tered in all 14 provinces, but he 
refused to say where the largest 
number was found. He did not say 
how many ballots were affected. 
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China headlines Clinton trip

When Hillary Rodham Clinton 
was running for president last 
year, she raised eyebrows in for¬ 
eign policy circles — especially in 
Japan, the key U.S. ally in Asia — 
when she declared in an article in 
Foreign Affairs that “our relation¬ 
ship with China will be the most 
important bilateral relationship in 
the world in this century.” 

Now, as secretary of state, 
Clinton will be putting that bold 
pronouncement into action. She 
departed Sunday for Asia on her 
maiden voyage as the nation’s 
chief diplomat, and Tokyo snared 
the symbolically important first 
stop on four-nation tour. But Clin¬ 
ton and other Obama administra¬ 
tion officials have made it clear 
that they want to move dramati¬ 
cally forward in relations with 
Beijing, finding new avenues for 
cooperation between the world’s 
biggest economy and the world’s 
fastest-growing economy, espe¬ 
cially on climate change and the 
environment. 

“Some believe that China on 
the rise is, by definition, an ad¬ 
versary,” Clinton said in a speech 
Friday to the Asia Society in New 
York. “To the contrary, we believe 
that the United States and China 
can benefit from and contribute to 
each other’s successes. It is in our 
interests to work harder to build 
on areas of common concern and

shared opportunities.” 

In the eyes of many analysts, a 
better relationship with China is 
one of the few foreign policy suc¬ 
cess stories of the Bush adminis¬ 
tration. But Clinton and her aides 
have suggested that the overall 
relationship was hijacked by the 
Treasury Department, keeping it 
largely focused on economic pol¬ 
icy. She has argued for what she 
calls a “comprehensive dialogue” 
and a “broader agenda,” and aides 
said she will bring proposals for 
regular discussions at very high 
levels of both governments. 

Analysts say the moment is ripe 
for such a discussion between the 
two countries. Despite the finan¬ 
cial crisis and the turmoil in the 
Middle East, “in the longer sweep 
of history, historians will judge 
this administration and our gen¬ 
eration on how we managed the 
shift of power from the West to 
the East and the rise of China and 


India,” said Michael Green, for¬ 
merly President George W. Bush’s 
top White House adviser on Asia. 

“They are in a good position 
with China,” said David Sham- 
baugh, director of the China 
policy program at George Wash¬ 
ington University. “They inher¬ 
ited the best relationship we have 
had with China in 20 years. There 
is a high degree of understanding, 
professionalism and trust, and 
there is deep interdependence be¬ 
tween the two countries.” 

Still, Clinton’s approach also 
carries the risk of roiling the re¬ 
lationship at the moment when 
the struggling world economy is 
increasingly dependent on coop¬ 
eration between the countries. 
Clinton has been highly critical 
of China’s human rights record — 
sensitive topics in a year that will 
mark both the 50th anniversary of 
the Dalai Lama’s flight from Tibet 
and the 20th anniversary of the 
uprising in Tiananmen Square. 

China holds nearly $700 billion 
in U.S. Treasury securities, which 
some analysts have said China 
could use as a lever against the 
United States if relations begin 
to fray. But in a signal of the two 
countries’ growing interdepen¬ 
dence, a top official recently said 
in New York that Beijing had little 
choice but to keep buying them. 

“Except for U.S. Treasuries, 
what can you hold?” Luo Ping, 
a director-general at the China 
Banking Regulatory Commis¬ 
sion, said to reporters. 


N. Korea offers possible olive branch

SEOUL, South Korea — North Korea is ready 
to improve relations with “friendly” countries, 
the communist country’s No. 2 leader said Sunday 
ahead of a visit by U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton to Asia. 

The remark by Kim Yong Nam, North Korea’s 
ceremonial head of state, could be an olive branch 
to Washington before Clinton’s trip — even though 
it came amid reports the North is gearing up to test- 
fire a long-range missile in an apparent attempt to 
grab President Barack Obama’s attention. 

Clinton departed Sunday on a trip to Japan, Indo¬ 
nesia, South Korea and China. 

“We will develop relations with countries that are 
friendly toward us,” Kim told a national meeting 
held as part of celebrations on the eve of the 67th 
birthday of leader Kim Jong II, according to the 
North’s official Korean Central News Agency. 

North Korea has also been escalating tensions 


with the South, declaring all peace pacts with Seoul 
dead in anger over the hard-line stance South Ko¬ 
rean President Lee Myung-bak has taken toward it. 

In Seoul, outgoing U.S. nuclear envoy Christopher 
Hill met with his South Korean counterpart to dis¬ 
cuss Clinton’s trip and heightened tension on the Ko¬ 
rean peninsula. 

“We agreed that the current South-North rela¬ 
tions are not desirable at all and the North should 
accept our dialogue proposal and should not ag¬ 
gravate the situation,” said Kim Sook, Seoul’s chief 
nuclear envoy. 

North Korea has reportedly moved a long-range 
Taepodong-2 missile to a launch site on the coun¬ 
try’s northeastern coast. The missile is the country’s 
most advanced, and is believed capable of reaching 
U.S. territory. 

Analysts say North Korea’s saber rattling appears 
to be an attempt to grab Obama’s attention so as to 
start negotiations where it can extract concessions, 
since the new U.S. administration seemed more inter¬ 
ested in other issues such as Afghanistan and Iraq.

Saudi king dismisses cleric, 
puts woman in high posting

CAIRO, Egypt — King Abdul¬ 
lah of Saudi Arabia weakened the 
hold of Islamic hard-liners Satur¬ 
day by appointing the first female 
to a ministerial post and dismiss¬ 
ing a leading fundamentalist 
cleric and the head of the nation’s 
powerful religious police. 

The surprising government 
reshuffle indicated that the 84- 
year-old monarch was frustrated 
with the pace of reform in a king¬ 
dom uneasily balanced between 
moderates and ultra-conserva¬ 
tives. By broadening the voices 
of modern Islamic thinkers. King 
Abdullah is trying to refashion 
the religious establishment at a 
time the country faces the glob¬ 
al financial crisis and renewed 
threats from al-Qaida militants. 

The king dismissed Sheik 


Ibrahim al Ghaith as head of the 
Commission of Virtue and the 
Prevention of Vice, overseer of 
the religious police who arrest 
people considered impure, such 
as women not properly veiled. 

The monarch also removed 
Sheik Saleh al Lihedan as chief of 
the country’s highest religious tri¬ 
bunal. In 2008, Lihedan issued a 
fatwa saying it was permissible to 
kill TV executives for broadcast¬ 
ing “evil” and immoral programs. 

Noura al Fayez, an official at 
the Saudi Institute for Public Ad¬ 
ministration, was elevated to the 
new post of deputy minister of 
women’s education. The women’s 
education ministry is regarded 
as highly corrupt, and al Fayez’s 
appointment appeared to be the 
king’s response to increasing 
lobbying from women’s rights 
groups to stem discrimination.

Obama keeps focus on stimulus, foreclosures 

WASHINGTON — President Barack Obama promotes his eco¬ 
nomic agenda this week with trips outside Washington to sign the 
$787 billion stimulus package and to tackle the home mortgage fore¬ 
closure crisis. 

By signing the stimulus bill into law Tuesday in Denver and detail¬ 
ing his mortgage rescue proposal the next day in Phoenix, Obama 
is continuing to take his message directly to the public.

WASHINGTON — With a re- 
cord-busting stimulus plan, the 
U.S. is marshaling resources 
against economic catastrophe 
in ways not seen since Franklin 
Roosevelt put the New Deal in 
motion. 

President Barack Obama is 
going with the best deal he could 
get. The stimulus bill is a land¬ 
mark legislative achievement for 
a new president who inherited 
economic spoilage along with the 
spoils of power. Now the nation 
anxiously waits to see if it works. 

The idea: fast cash, and lots of 
it, but with a strategic view to the 
future. 

Some dollars will flow quick¬ 
ly into wallets — and right out 
again. 

The stimulus plan will mean 
thousands of dollars in tax breaks 
for first-time home buyers and 
people buying new cars. Lower- 
and middle-income taxpayers will 
get an extra $13 a week in their 
paychecks this year, and about $8 
a week next year. Unemployment 
checks will go up $25 a week, and 
keep coming longer. Food stamp 
benefits for 30 million Americans 
will rise. Short-term health insur¬ 
ance will become more affordable 
for many losing their jobs. 

The success of the stimulus 
package may be measured less 


by visible achievements than by 
what does not happen. 

“The one thing we’ll never 
know is what would have hap¬ 
pened if we didn’t do it,” said 
Nigel Gault, chief U.S. economist 
for IHS Global Insight. 

It’s not FDR’s deal, and these 
aren’t his times. 

“We’re not reinventing govern¬ 
ment,” said historian Kenneth 
C. Davis, author of the best-sell¬ 
ing “Don’t Know Much About” 
series. “We’re modifying things 
that exist.” 

Yet as the share of the economy 
taken up by federal spending 
rises to an anticipated 30 percent, 
the nation is grappling again with 
big questions about Washington’s 
place in people’s lives. 

“The stakes are so high now, 
this is such a big bill, average 
Americans are following it,” says 
Princeton historian Julian Zel- 
izer. “It’s become a bill that is an 
argument about what government 
can or can’t do.” 

To critics such as Senate Re¬ 
publican leader Mitch McConnell, 
the package is the “Europeaniza¬ 
tion of America.” Others call it 
“Rooseveltian” or “generational 
theft” in reference to the debt 
passed on to the future. 

Obama drew parallels with 
FDR in speaking Friday to the 
Business Council, formed by cor¬ 
porate leaders in the 1930s to ad¬ 
vise Roosevelt’s administration. 

“We adapted, we changed,” 


he said about those days — and 
these. “President Roosevelt un¬ 
derstood the new role of govern¬ 
ment in this new world, that while 
extraordinary actions on its part 
might be the source of recovery, 
no action on the part of govern¬ 
ment, no matter how extraordi¬ 
nary, would alone be the source 
of our prosperity.” 

The enormity of the package 
left politicians grasping for con¬ 
crete ways to convey its size. 

Sen. John Thune, R-S.D., 
spoke of a stack of hundred-dol¬ 
lar bills 689 miles high, and of 
bills wrapped side-by-side that 
would encircle the Earth nearly 
39 times. House Republicans pre¬ 
dicted that the package’s costs 
— with interest on the necessary 
borrowing — could total more 


than a trillion dollars. 

It was enough to prompt comic 
Jon Stewart to riff that if you 
sewed the $100 bills together, 
“you would make a blanket for 
Jupiter.” 

The stimulus wasn’t just about 
throwing cash at the economy, 
though. 

“There are seeds in this bill for 
long-term change,” says Zelizer. 
“There are things that can de¬ 
velop out of the research that can 
change our lives.” 

Entering the 1930s, Americans 
mainly saw the national govern¬ 
ment as the entity that fought 
wars, ran post offices and en¬ 
forced a ban on liquor. Federal 
spending was only 3.4 percent of 
the economy. 

That more than tripled during 


the New Deal, topping 10 percent, 
because of the explosion of public 
works and other labor programs, 
rural modernization, bank sup¬ 
port, and farm and industrial aid. 

The government became the 
entity that guaranteed a mini¬ 
mum wage, controlled farm pro¬ 
duction, supported artists, set 
workplace standards, insured 
deposits in regulated banks and 
cast the first national safety net 
for the elderly and handicapped 
under Social Security. 

“The whole scope of what Roos¬ 
evelt was trying to do is different 
but the intent is clearly the same: 
relief and recovery during a time 
of economic stress,” said John 
Halpin, senior fellow at the Cen¬ 
ter for American Progress. 

The package won by Obama 
offers “very important but more 
subterranean changes in the way 
the economy works,” he said. 

Even FDR’s transformation of 
the federal government was not 
universally recognized at the 
time for what it was. It may be 
years before the full measure of 
Obama’s efforts are taken, too. 

In 1936, The Economist maga¬ 
zine pronounced the New Deal a 
“striking success” in improving 
conditions that existed when FDR 
took office three years earlier. 

But what of the legacy? 

“If the criterion be Utopian, the 
achievements of the New Deal 
appear to be small,” the editors 
sniffed. “The great problems of 
the country are hardly touched.”

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South's banking 
capital Chariotte 
hit hard by crisis

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — The fi¬ 
nancial collapse has hit the city 
known as Wall Street South. 

For years, Bank of America 
Corp. and Wachovia Corp. helped 
turn Charlotte into a financial 
powerhouse. Now, the big banks 
have thrust it into the same pre¬ 
dicament as the real Wall Street 
— the city is losing thousands 
of jobs and an unquantifiable 
amount of prestige. Residents who 
invested heavily in the banks have 
seen their wealth dissipate and 
lifestyles change radically. 

“It’s kind of sad, disheartening 
because the banks have been the 
backbone of Charlotte for so long,” 
said Carl Clayton, a 55-year-old 
retired school teacher. 

The loss of so many bank jobs 
is causing upheaval in other in¬ 
dustries. Consumers who have 
been laid off or fear being out of 
work are curtailing their spend¬ 
ing, forcing restaurants and re¬ 
tailers to close — among them 
Morton’s, a high-end steakhouse, 
and a 15-month-old Home Depot 
Design Center. Even some of the 
Charlotte’s lively night clubs have 
shuttered their doors. 

“There’s a bit of a state of dis¬ 
belief,” said Bob Morgan, presi¬ 
dent of the Charlotte Chamber of 
Commerce. “We are seeing things 
happen that no one else has con¬ 
templated before.” 

Charlotte remains the nation’s 
second-biggest bank town by as¬ 
sets — second to New York, and in 
front of San Francisco. But, Mor¬ 
gan said, “we don’t know what the 
city is going to look like once we 
emerge.” 

“We do know that tremendous 
wealth has already been lost.” 

A big reason why is the amount 
of banking shares owned by peo¬ 
ple who have worked for Wacho¬ 
via, — now owned by Wells Fargo 
& Co. — and Bank of America. 
Both have used their stock to com¬ 
pensate employees. 

Bank of America’s shares 
have been among the hardest hit 
among financial companies. The 
company has lost more than 56 


percent of its value since it closed 
on its acquisition of investment 
bank Merrill Lynch & Co. at the 
beginning of the year. The stock 
is down nearly 85 percent from a 
year ago. 

Last year, before Wachovia 
was acquired by Wells Fargo, its 
shares had slid 85 percent. 

Clayton estimates he has lost 
about $60,000 because of stock 
holdings in the two banks, along 
with other North Carolina banks, 
including BB&T Corp. 

“I had a lot of bank stock, but 
now it’s gone,” Clayton said. “What 
wealth I had, is gone.” 

Some say Charlotte’s troubles 
began in 2006, when Wachovia 
acquired mortgage lender Golden 
West Financial Corp. for roughly 
$25 billion at the height of the 
housing boom. With that purchase, 
Wachovia inherited a $122 billion 
portfolio of deteriorating mortgag¬ 
es, leaving the company with huge 
losses. Charlotte residents were 
unnerved as they watched Wacho¬ 
via falter and then be taken over 
by Wells Fargo in what amounted 
to a fire sale late last year. 

Down the street, at Bank of 
America, things were looking just 
as bleak. A series of bad bets in the 
investment banking unit over the 
past year sank company wide prof¬ 
its, and as Bank of America com¬ 
pleted its acquisition of struggling 
investment bank Merrill Lynch 
& Co., shareholders watched its 
stock price slide to historic lows. 

Both Wells Fargo and Bank of 
America have said they remain 
“committed” to Charlotte. 

Wells Fargo, based in San Fran¬ 
cisco, has said Charlotte will be its 
eastern headquarters, though it 
remains unclear exactly what that 
means. 

Bank of America, meanwhile, 
with about 15,000 employees in 
Charlotte, is eliminating some 
35,000 jobs company wide. 

While many unknowns remain, 
Charlotte Mayor Pat McCrory is 
optimistic. 

“Charlotte does have very 
strong resilience and I anticipate 
that a lot of the talent that’s mov¬ 
ing out of the banks will stay,” he 
said.

Economic woes test 
goals at historically 
black universities

ATLANTA — Historically 
black colleges and universities, 
which for decades have been 
educating students who can’t 
afford to go — or can’t imagine 
going — elsewhere, have been 
particularly challenged by the 
nation’s economic meltdown. 

Enrollments at the schools 
have declined at the same time 
endowments have dropped and 
fundraising sources have dried 
up. The same is true at most uni¬ 
versities, but often students at 
historically black colleges and 
universities need more aide to 
stay on course. 

“What’s most difficult for 
our institutions is that they are 
tuition-driven,” said Michael 
Lomax, president of the United 
Negro College Fund. “They 
don’t have large endowments, 
and even the ones who do, have 
seen a large reduction in the 
value of those endowments.” 

Most colleges are dealing with 
economic problems. One recent¬ 
ly released survey on 791 Amer¬ 
ican public and private colleges 
reported that endowments fell 3 
percent in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, and a smaller group es¬ 
timated a 23 percent drop in the 
first five months of fiscal year 
2009, which began in July. The 
numbers represent a decline 
nearly double that of any full- 
year return since such figures 
were first tracked in 1974. 

Only three black colleges 
— Howard University in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., Spelman College 
in Atlanta and Hampton Uni¬ 
versity in Virginia — had en¬ 
dowments among the top 300 
included in the survey. Most 
lack the resources and strength 
in alumni giving of their main¬ 
stream counterparts. 

Most students at the colleges 
combine grants and loans to 
fund their educations, Lomax 
said. Just a small percentage get 
help from their parents, and oth¬ 


ers work retail or fast food jobs 
to make tuition. 

An Associated Press analysis 
showed that 62 percent of stu¬ 
dents at 83 four-year historically 
black colleges and universities 
receive Pell Grants. More than 
90 percent of those recipients 
come from families earning less 
than $40,000 a year. 

Lomas expects historically 
black colleges and universities 
to survive, but they may have to 
make some painful choices to do 
it. 

“These are institutions that 
have made it through the Great 
Depression and other cycli¬ 
cal downturns,” he said. “What 
we’re doing is counseling schools 
to tighten their belts as much as 
possible.” 

That has Adrianna Ebron, a 
Spelman sophomore from Bal¬ 
timore, reconsidering the strat¬ 
egy for her studies. 

Spelman recently announced 
it is phasing out its department 
of education in favor of a shared 
teacher certification program 
based at Clark Atlanta Univer¬ 
sity that will also include More¬ 
house College. All three are part 
of the Atlanta University Cen¬ 
ter, which recently announced 
cost-cutting measures that will 
include sacrificing people and 
programs. 

Ebron is majoring in history 
but was attracted to Spelman’s 
education department, which 
has long been a part of its 
legacy. 

Until this week, her minor was 
secondary education — with a 
goal to teach history — but she 
now plans to postpone her teach¬ 
er certification until graduate 
school because for her, taking 
classes at Clark Atlanta isn’t an 
option.

Obama aide: 
Auto industry 
restructuring 
tough on all

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama’s senior adviser 
said Sunday that any plan to shore 
up the auto industry will need to 
require sacrifice by all involved, 
from auto workers and industry 
executives to shareholders and 
creditors. 

General Motors Corp. and 
Chrysler LLC are expected to 
submit plans to the government 
by a Tuesday deadline to show 
how they can repay billions in 
loans and become viable in spite 
of a drop in auto sales not seen for 
a generation. 

“We need an auto industry in 
this country. There are millions 
of lives, livelihoods that depend 
on it,” White House adviser David 
Axelrod said on “Meet the Press” 
on NBC. “We have a real inter¬ 
est in seeing the auto industry 
survive, but it’s going to require 
a major restructuring of the auto 
industry.” 

Negotiations over who sacri¬ 
fices what appear to be stalled 
with the deadline just two days 
away. Concession talks between 
GM and the United Auto Workers 
union remained on hold Sunday, 
according to a person briefed on 
the negotiations. 

UAW negotiators walked out of 
the talks Friday night in a dispute 
over swapping stock for cash pay¬ 
ments into a union-run trust fund 
that will take over retiree health 
care costs starting next year. 

Asked if the US. economy could 
withstand a bankruptcy at GM, 
Axelrod didn’t respond directly. 
Nor did he directly address a ques¬ 
tion about whether the Obama ad¬ 
ministration would let GM go into 
bankruptcy, at least at this point. 

Executives at the two automak¬ 
ers have said bankruptcy would not 
benefit their companies because 
consumers would be reluctant to 
buy cars from an automaker that 
might go out of business. 


stem cell funding 
decree expected soon 

WASHINGTON — Expect an 
executive order soon from Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama on federal 
funding for embryonic stem cell 
research. That’s the word from 
White House adviser David 
Axelrod. 

Under President George W. 
Bush, federal money for research 
on human embryonic stems cells 
was limited to those stem cell 
lines that were created before 
Aug. 9, 2001. No federal dollars 
could be used on research with 
cell lines from embryos destroyed 
from that point forward. 

Federal rules do not restrict 
embryonic stem cell research 
using state or private funds. 

Obama made it clear during 
the campaign he would overturn 
Bush’s directive. 

Axelrod told “Fox News Sun¬ 
day” that Obama right now is con¬ 
sidering an executive order lifting 
the federal ban on funding. Stem 
cells are the building blocks that 
turn into different kinds of tissue.

WASHINGTON — Just weeks 
ago, Stewart Parnell was running 
a peanut company from a con¬ 
verted garage behind his house 
outside Lynchburg, Va. His fam¬ 
ily business supplied ingredients 
to some of the biggest names on 
supermarket shelves: Kellogg, 
Sara Lee, Little Debbie. The fed¬ 
eral government was a customer, 
too, buying his peanuts for poor 
schoolchildren, disaster victims 
and military troops. 

Today, Parnell’s peanut em¬ 
pire has filed for bankruptcy 
protection. He is accused by fed¬ 
eral investigators of intentionally 
sending into the stream of com¬ 
merce peanut products contami¬ 
nated with salmonella bacteria. 
Parnell’s peanuts have been di¬ 
rectly linked to nine deaths and 
637 cases of salmonella illness in 
44 states and Canada. 

David Brooks, a former buyer 
for a major snack manufacturer, 
said the Parnells found success 
by operating a low-cost business 
that relied on the cheapest pea¬ 
nuts they could find. They used 
minimum wage labor and a bare- 
bones front office. 

“It was just filthy,” said Brooks, 
who has since retired from the 
food business. “Dust was all 
over the beams, the braces of the 
building. The roofs leaked, the 
windows would be open, and birds 
would fly through the building.... 
It was just a time bomb waiting to 
go off, and everybody in the pea¬ 
nut industry in Georgia, Virginia 
and Texas — they all knew.” 

In Texas, state inspectors shut 
down the Plainview plant Thurs¬ 
day after finding dead rodents 
and excrement near the air ex¬ 
change that ventilated the pro¬ 
duction room. 

Internal laboratory tests found 
salmonella in samples of peanut 
products taken from that plant 
last week. State officials ordered 
a recall of every product made 
there since Parnell opened it in 
2005. 


Burris confirms request 
for Biagojevich donation 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. — Sen. 
Roland Burris admitted in a 
document released Saturday that 
former Gov. Rod Blagojevich’s 
brother asked him for campaign 
fundraising help before the gov¬ 
ernor appointed Burris to the 
Senate. 

State Rep. Jim Durkin, the im¬ 
peachment committee’s ranking 
Republican, told The Associated 
Press that he and House Repub¬ 
lican Leader Tom Cross will ask 
Sunday for an outside investiga¬ 
tion into whether Burris perjured 
himself.

BUFFALO, N.Y. — A federal 
aviation official says the plane 
that crashed into a house near 
Buffalo, killing 50 people, was 
on autopilot when it went down, a 
possible violation of airline policy 
in icy weather. 

Steve Chealander of the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board says Colgan Air recom¬ 
mends pilots fly manually in icy 
conditions. Pilots are required to 
do so in severe ice. 

Pilots of the doomed plane dis¬ 
cussed “significant” ice buildup 
on their wings and windshield 
just before crashing Thursday 
night. 

Colgan Air operates a fleet of 
51 regional turboprops includ¬ 
ing Continental Connection, 
United Express and US Airways 
Express. 

Chealander says the prelimi¬ 
nary investigation indicates the 
autopilot was still on when the 
plane crashed. 

But National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board officials still 
wouldn’t say Saturday whether 
ice brought down the plane, deep¬ 
ening the mystery of what caused 
the flight from Newark, N.J., to 
crash about six miles shy of the 
runway Thursday, killing all 49 
people aboard and one on the 
ground. 

The remains of 15 people have 
been recovered from the wreck¬ 
age of Flight 3407, authorities 
said Sunday as crews raced to 
finish their work before a snow¬ 
storm arrives later in the week. 

Workers were back at the site at 
dawn Sunday, trying to retrieve 
remains of the 49 people aboard 
when the Continental flight 
crashed into a home in suburban 


Buffalo. The homeowner was also 
killed. 

The plane didn’t nose-dive into 
the house, as initially reported by 
some witnesses, said Chealander. 

Cleared to land on a runway 
pointing to the southwest, the 
plane crashed in light snow and 
mist with its nose pointed north¬ 
east, according to Chealander. 

“We didn’t hear anything on 
the (cockpit voice recorder) or 
any Maydays or any warnings,” 
he said. “It was just a sudden 
catastrophic event that took place

It will take as many as four 
days to remove human remains 
from the site, which he called an 
“excavation.” 

“Keep in mind, there’s an air¬ 
plane that fell on top of a house, 
and they’re now intermingled,” 
he said. 

A “stick shaker” and “stick 
pusher” mechanism had acti¬ 
vated to warn Renslow that the 
plane was about to lose aerody¬ 
namic lift, a condition called a 
stall. When the “stick pusher” 
engaged, it would have pointed 
the nose of the plane toward the 


ground to try to increase lift. 

Crash investigators picked 
through incinerated wreckage 
Saturday, gathering evidence to 
determine what brought down 
the plane. Icing on the aircraft is 
suspected to have played a role, 
but officials have stopped short of 
calling that the cause. 

Chealander said indicator lights 
showed that deicing equipment 
on the tail, wings and propeller 
appeared to be working and that 
investigators who examined both 
engines said it appears they were 
working normally at the time of 
the crash. 

Experts were analyzing data 
from the black boxes, includ¬ 
ing statements by crewmem¬ 
bers about a buildup of ice on 
the wings and windshield of the 
plane, Chealander said. 

If ice is a problem in flight, 
guidelines from the Aircraft 
Owners and Pilots Association 
Air Safety Foundation say pilots 
can take a number of steps, in¬ 
cluding changing speed, pulling 
the nose up or down, or trying a 
180-degree turn. 

On Friday, U.S. Sen. Robert 
Menendez, D-N.J., said Trans¬ 
portation Secretary Ray LaHood 
had told him he believes the air¬ 
craft made a 180-degree turn at 
5,000 feet. 

But there could be other expla¬ 
nations for why the plane was fac¬ 
ing the wrong way. 

Chealander said the NTSB 
would use data on the black 
boxes to determine whether the 
plane was in a flat spin before it 
crashed. 

Flight data indicated “severe” 
pitching and rolling before im¬ 
pact, so the violent nature of the 
crash also could have turned the 
aircraft around.

W hen India.Arie debuted in 2001 with “Acoustic 
Soul,” a CD brimming with messages about self- 
worth, inner-beauty and positivity, she was seen 
by many as a strong, self-assured musician who 
was impervious to the more vain and superficial pitfalls of 
celebrity.

LOS ANGELES — The topic of 
Friday’s star-studded V-Day lun¬ 
cheon was the organization’s work 
with women in the Congo. But Jes¬ 
sica Alba, Kerry Washington and 
other supporters of V-Day, which has 
raised more than $60 million to stop 
violence against women and girls 
worldwide, were also talking about 
Rihanna. 


“When things happen publicly, it 
just makes it a more universal prob¬ 
lem that more people can relate to,” 
said Alba, an annual participant in 
the V-Day luncheon. 

Rihanna was reportedly involved 
in a domestic dispute with boyfriend 
Chris Brown last week that resulted 
in his arrest and booking on charges 
of making criminal threats. A po¬ 
lice statement said the woman who 
reported the incident was injured. 


and identified Brown as her attacker. 
Charges have not yet been filed, and 
neither Brown nor Rihanna has come 
forth to comment on the incident. 

On Friday, Alba read a poem in¬ 
spired by the experience of a Con¬ 
golese woman raped so severely and 
repeatedly by soldiers that she need¬ 
ed surgery.

Will collision become distant memory?

T he aerospace community knew a 
collision was inevitable and that, in 
turn, signaled a potentially worsen¬ 
ing hazard for the space station, shuttle, 
orbiting telescopes and other satellites. 

For the first time since man began the 
space age, with Sputnik in 1957, two fully 
intact satellites have collided, creating two 
large fields of orbiting debris. The statis¬ 
tical likelihood of this stuff colliding with 
something is small, but at orbital speeds of 
around 17,500 mph it doesn’t take much. 

One satellite, belonging to the U.S. com¬ 
pany Irridium, relayed phone calls; the 
other was a defunct Russian military Cos¬ 


mos satellite. The American-owned satel¬ 
lite was launched in 1997, the Cosmos in 
1993, and is believed to have been out of 
service for a decade. Occurring almost 500 
miles over Siberia, it must have been quite 
a collision: The Cosmos weighed more than 
a ton, the relay satellite 1,235 pounds. 

An estimated 6,600 satellites have been 
launched in the last 51 years, and about 
1,000 of those are operational. With China 
and now Iran launching satellites, there is 
going to be a lot of metal whizzing around 
Earth. The U.S. military and NASA now 
monitor something like 18,000 separate 
pieces of space debris, some of them quite 
small. 

The space station and the shuttles can 


be moved if a threat is detected, and most 
commercial satellites can be repositioned. 
For whatever reason, the system failed 
with the defunct Cosmos, and scientists 
are now trying to find out why. 

There have been space collisions before, 
but it has generally been debris that strikes 
other debris. This is the first time a fully 
functioning satellite has been taken out in 
a collision. 

There does seem to be a need for 
stepped-up monitoring of space debris and 
perhaps an international convention on 
disposing of old satellites or parking them 
in orbits where they’re not a threat. It says 
something that the most enduring aspect of 
humanity’s reach for the stars is litter.

Put the brakes on bailouts to automakers

he first thing to do when 
you’ve lost $17 billion is to 
hire lawyers. 

Expensive lawyers. 

That’s what the federal govern¬ 
ment just did. Even the name of 
the firm it hired, “Cadwalader, 
Wickersham & Taft LLP,” sounds 
expensive. 

But all the lawyers in the world 
won’t help the feds recover the 
$17 billion it lent to General Mo¬ 
tors and Chrysler less than two 
months ago. 

The problem is simple: Lend¬ 
ing money to a failing business is 
risky. That’s why the automakers 
had to go to the government in the 
first place — no one else would 
lend them a dime. 

The best solution? Don’t do it! 
But instead of following that com¬ 
mon-sense advice, the govern¬ 
ment tried to be clever. It lent the 
money, but with conditions that 
it said would protect taxpayers 
from a loss. 

The main condition, stated 
clearly in the loan agreements 
in legal-sounding language, was 
that the automakers really, really 
had to repay the government, no 
matter what. Even if other loans 
came due first, they had to pay 
back the government ahead of 
them. Even in bankruptcy. 

In legal terms, the government 


tried to claim “priority” over all 
those who previously lent GM and 
Chrysler money and asserted that 
its loans would be transformed 
into super-safe “debtor-in-pos¬ 
session” loans if either company 
declared bankruptcy. 

Unfortunately, those payback 
guarantees are as meaningful as 
a politician’s campaign promises. 
Aspirational, at best — and com¬ 
pletely unenforceable. Which, 
again, is why sane people — peo¬ 
ple who prefer not to get stiffed 
— don’t lend to businesses on the 
verge of bankruptcy, no matter 
what promises they get in return. 

So now the government is pay¬ 
ing top-flight attorneys hundreds 
of dollars an hour to figure out 
how to get the money back. Good 
luck. One bankruptcy law expert 
I spoke with frankly calls the sit¬ 
uation hopeless. 

It certainly seems that way. 
GM and Chrysler were in bad 
shape back in December — on 
the brink of collapse, their CEOs 
told Congress — when the gov¬ 
ernment loans came through, and 
things have only gone downhill 
since. Chrysler’s sales plunged 31 
percent in January, and it’s now 
selling fewer than half as many 
cars each month as it did last 
year. GM’s numbers are about 
the same. 

And despite the government 


money, neither has made much 
progress restructuring its opera¬ 
tions. Both shuttered plants for 
a month over the holidays due to 
weak demand, but have been less 
successful winning serious con¬ 
cessions from labor, like scrap¬ 
ping the phone-book-thick work 
rules that crush flexibility and 
efficiency. There’s been even less 
interest in concessions from lend¬ 
ers and dealers. The problem is 
that no one wants to be the first 
to give in, especially when more 
taxpayer dollars could bail out 
everyone’s troubles. 

More? Yes, that’s right. Even 
with the first $17 billion down the 
drain, GM and Chrysler are gear¬ 
ing up to ask for a new round of 
financing, likely tens of billions. 
They promise to present “turn¬ 
around plans” — the second set 
in three months — to the govern¬ 
ment later this month and are 
counting on additional funds no 
later than March. At that point, 
they’re out of money, for real. 

But throwing good money after 
bad would just delay the inevita¬ 
ble: These companies are headed 
into bankruptcy. And once they’re 
in bankruptcy, those government 
loans are formally wiped out. 

Bankruptcy may actually be a 
liberating tonic. Rather than wait 
and hope for concessions, the au¬ 
tomakers could propose what they 


need and let the bankruptcy court 
make it so. In one fell swoop, that 
takes care of massive debts, un¬ 
wieldy labor agreements, bloated 
dealership networks, and a vari¬ 
ety of other problems. In a year or 
two, they would emerge, smaller 
but revitalized and finally profit¬ 
able — something that isn’t even 
on the horizon at present. 

But that will never happen 
while another bailout remains on 
the table. 

So for the sake of taxpayers, 
who are already down $17 billion, 
and the automakers themselves. 
President Barack Obama needs 
to announce a break with Bush 


administration policy: no more 
phony “loans” to businesses with 
no hope of repaying. 

Specifically, that means no 
more money for GM or Chrysler. 
Tell them to lay off their lobbyists 

— that’ll save them some money 

— and go back to Detroit and get 
to work on their businesses. That’s 
the only chance they’ve got. 

That’s the way to protect tax¬ 
payers from further losses, too. 
The only losers will be the expen¬ 
sive attorneys, whose services 
won’t be needed.

Economy is global, but it still takes cues from U.S. 


By Thomas P.M. Barnett 
he United States has been the de¬ 
mand center in the global economy 
for so long that we can’t remember 
when that wasn’t true. And yet global cor¬ 
porations increasingly view us as just an¬ 
other market among many as the global 
middle class expands dramatically and ris¬ 
ing India and China collectively compete 
with America’s demand function. 

What’s it like to be the global demand 
center? The world revolves around your 
needs, desires and ambitions. You deter¬ 
mine the new rules that naturally emerge 
from all this economic connectivity and 
transaction rates, because the most im¬ 
portant power in the global system resides 
with you — the consumers. 

That’s what it’s been like to be the boom¬ 
er generation in the U.S. economy for the 
past several decades. But just as the boom¬ 
ers inevitably cede their demand domi¬ 
nance to their demographic successors, so 
too does America cede its demand domi¬ 
nance to the rising great powers of our age 

— the price of our success in spreading 
globalization. 

This shift naturally elicits fear. We sense 
both a zero-sum loss of our agenda-setting 
power and a new fiscal discipline being 
forced upon us by this highly competitive 
landscape. 

But consider our greatest advantage: 
We’ve been mastering this “new” global¬ 
ization phenomenon of economies integrat¬ 
ing and states uniting for quite some time 

— indeed, we pioneered it. 

Think of all the economic and political 
and security rule sets these United States 
had to build up over the decades to handle 
the massive amount of daily transactions 
between our member-states: all the trav¬ 
elers, cargo movement, service traffic, 
communications, cross-border invest¬ 
ment flows, interstate contracts and prod¬ 
uct standards. That’s one-quarter of the 
world’s economy packaged into a multina¬ 


tional state that the European Union’s 27 
member-states seek to emulate today. 

If our members were matched by gross 
domestic product to equivalent nation¬ 
states in the global economy, this is our pu¬ 
tative lineup: Our West consists of France 
(California), Turkey (Washington), Ireland 
(Nevada), Israel (Oregon), Ukraine (Idaho), 
Nigeria (Hawaii), and Belarus (Alaska). 

Our Mountain states are Thailand (Ari¬ 
zona), Finland (Colorado), Hungary (New 
Mexico), Peru (Utah), Tunisia (Montana), 
and Uzbekistan (Wyoming). 

Our Central states feature Canada 
(Texas), Mexico (Illinois), Poland (Mis¬ 
souri), Indonesia (Louisiana), Norway 
(Minnesota), Denmark (Indiana), Argen¬ 
tina (Michigan), South Africa (Wiscon¬ 
sin), Venezuela (Iowa), Malaysia (Kansas), 
Pakistan (Arkansas), Czech Republic (Ne¬ 
braska), Philippines (Oklahoma), Croa¬ 
tia (South Dakota), and Ecuador (North 
Dakota). 

The Southeast is South Korea (Florida), 
Switzerland (Georgia), Sweden (North 


Carolina), Austria (Virginia), Saudi Ara¬ 
bia (Tennessee), Iran (Alabama), Portugal 
(Kentucky), Singapore (South Carolina) 
and Chile (Mississippi). 

Finally, the Northeast is filled by Rus¬ 
sia (New Jersey), Australia (Ohio), Brazil 
(New York), Netherlands (Pennsylvania), 
Belgium (Massachusetts), Greece (Con¬ 
necticut), Hong Kong (Maryland), New 
Zealand (District of Columbia), Algeria 
(West Virginia), Romania (Delaware), 
Bangladesh (New Hampshire), Morocco 
(Maine), Vietnam (Rhode Island) and Do¬ 
minican Republic (Vermont). 

Any super-state that can stitch together 
all that economic power into a single over¬ 
arching rule set must know plenty about 
unleashing the cumulative creative power 
of its people. Those nation-states listed 
above represent more than 2 billion people, 
and yet somehow 300 million Americans 
match their combined output! 

America arose as a global power thanks 
to its ability to knit together its constitu¬ 
ent states: the integration of interstate 


trade through the disintegration and geo¬ 
graphic distribution of production chains, 
with transportation infrastructure paving 
the way for national firms with national 
networks that peddle nationally branded 
products. 

That American system is now replicated 
on the global stage in the same manner: 
integrating trade by disintegrating pro¬ 
duction, thus making possible global firms 
with global networks for globally branded 
products. As we grew, America’s greatest 
challenge came in improving the rule sets 
that bound together participating states. 
The same is true for globalization today. 

When it comes to wringing out competi¬ 
tive efficiencies through improved rules, 
nobody’s done it — or does it — better than 
America. If we can remember that one 
thing from our history, we’ll be fine in the 
years ahead.

Dana Conley went into a coma 
after the beating and gave birth 
to her daughter six months later 
at University Medical Center at 
Brackenridge in Austin. She was 
then transferred to a nursing home 
in San Antonio, where she re¬ 
mained in a coma until her death.

“They’ve always been taxing 
us to death over the years,” said 
Jimmy Russell, master distiller 
at Lawrenceburg, Ky.-based Wild 
Turkey, moments after pouring 
out an entire bottle of bourbon into 
a pile of melting snow. 

Beer and bourbon trucks circled 
the Capitol all morning. A few 
hundred people holding signs and 
wearing stickers gathered in the 
Rotunda to shout their opposition. 

But lawmakers on the House 
Appropriations and Revenue Com¬ 
mittee weren’t swayed. They’re 
staring down a projected $456 mil¬ 
lion revenue shortfall for the next 
fiscal year. They approved the tax 
measure, which includes doubling 
the state’s cigarette tax from 30 to 
60 cents a pack.

Tufts had been the only major 
Boston teaching hospital not ap¬ 
proved as an adult trauma center, 
so seriously hurt patients often 
ended up elsewhere. 

Dr. Brien Barnewolt, head of 
emergency medicine at Tufts, said 
the designation will improve care 
for all patients because it requires 
the hospital to have more highly 
trained staff. 

To become a state-designated 
trauma center, hospitals must meet 
the requirements of the American 
College of Surgeons and approv¬ 
al from the state Public Health 
Department. 

Small earthquake rattles 
central New Jersey

ond time in two weeks, a 
small earthquake has rattled an 
area of central New Jersey.

County, no significant damage or 
injuries were reported.

NEW YORK — Mike Richards’ 
short-handed tally sparked a four- 
goal second period, and rookie 
Claude Giroux had a career-best 
three points in the Philadelphia 
Flyers’ 5-2 rout of the sliding New 
York Rangers on Sunday. 

With the Flyers ahead 1-0 in the 
opening minutes of the second pe¬ 
riod and down two skaters, Rich¬ 
ards took a pass from Braydon 
Coburn, split New York’s Chris 
Drury and Michal Rozsival at the 
blue line, and raced in to score on 
Henrik Lundqvist at 1:18. 

Richards, who leads the NHL 
with five short-handed goals this 
season, became the first NHL 
player to score three 3-on-5 goals 
in a career. That took the air 
out of the Rangers, who allowed 
three more goals in the period 
during a span of 1:49. Lundqvist 
was yanked after giving up four 
goals on 14 shots. 

Steve Valiquette relieved him 
when Glen Metropolit made it 4-0 
at 7:57, but he wasn’t spared. He 
was touched for Mike Knuble’s 
19th goal 55 seconds later on the 
first shot he faced. 

Giroux, playing his 16th NHL 
game, scored his third goal — 
and second in two days — to give 
the Flyers a 1-0 lead 8:12 into the 
first. He then earned assists on 
goals by Matt Carle and Knuble. 
Carle scored at 7:03. Philadelphia 
finished with five goals on 20 
shots. 

New York fell to 1-5-2 in its 
past eight games and dropped 
three points behind second-place 
Philadelphia in the Atlantic Di¬ 
vision. The teams, which hadn’t 
faced each other since the open¬ 
ing week of the season, will meet 
four more times. 

Philadelphia started its scoring 
binge Saturday in a 5-1 home vic¬ 
tory over the New York Islanders. 
The Flyers scored two goals 44 
seconds apart in the first period 
and then added three within 1:07 
of the third to break it open. 

Martin Biron was the benefi¬ 
ciary of both outbursts. He had 
35 saves, allowing a goal to Lauri 
Korpikoski that made it 5-1 at 
12:25 of the second, and another 
to Nikolai Zherdev with 10:21 left 
that cut the deficit to three goals. 

Lundqvist, who started against 
the Flyers for just the second time 
in seven meetings, was long gone 
by then. He failed to cover the 
puck in front, and that turned into 
the Flyers’ first goal. Scottie Up- 
shall found Giroux in the slot with 
a pass, and Giroux scored into an 
empty net with Lundqvist’s back 
turned to him and the rest of the 
Rangers standing flat-footed. 

The game turned when the 
Rangers’ punchless power play 
went on a 5-on-3 advantage.

Torre: We want Manny 

Dodger skipper says late arrival no problem

PHOENIX — Los Angeles Dodgers manager 
Joe Torre isn’t concerned that Manny Ramirez 
might show up late for spring training—just as 
long as he shows up. 

Negotiations with Ramirez were continuing 
as the Dodgers opened camp Saturday, with 
pitchers and catchers working out at their new 
spring-training facility in Arizona. Position 
players such as Ramirez aren’t due to report 
until Wednesday. 

Torre said he spoke on the phone with 
Ramirez during the offseason, that Ramirez 
has been working out, and that if he were to 
arrive late to spring training, it wouldn’t be a 
problem. 

“As far as conditioning and stuff, I don’t think 
that’s a big issue. Just going on what I did for 
a number of years, I think I had 10 games in 
spring training and I was ready to start the sea¬ 
son,” Torre said. “And I wasn’t in near as good 
a shape as Manny is, trust me. So I don’t think 
that part of it is an issue. 

“And I don’t think he’s going to be a distrac¬ 
tion because people are talking about him. Be¬ 
cause spring training, yeah, it’s important to 
win games, but I’m not really concerned with 
the distraction stuff in spring training.” 

What the Dodgers might miss if Ramirez 
doesn’t show up until late in spring training — 
or signs with another team — is his influence in 
the clubhouse. 

He joined the Dodgers for the final two 
months of last season and sparked them to their 


first National League championship series in 
two decades. 

“He’d come early, sit at one or two guys’ lock¬ 
ers and talk to the young kids and then he’d 
grab his bat and go down to the batting cage,” 
Torre said. “He has a great work ethic. I think 
what he really injected into these guys was that 
the fact that he had some fun playing. 

“I thought this club needed that because 
these young kids are very intense and I think 
sometimes had trouble digesting what we were 
trying to do. But I think once Casey Blake 
came over and sort of became a role model, and 
Manny came on board, it really changed the 
personality of the club.” 

Before the Dodgers acquired Ramirez at the 
July 31 trade deadline, they were 54-55. After¬ 
ward, they went 30-23. Over that span, he hit 
.396 with 17 homers, 53 RBIs, 36 runs scored, 
74 hits and 35 walks. In eight playoff games, he 
batted .520, with four homers, 10 RBIs, nine 
runs scored and 11 walks. 

He rejected both offers the Dodgers have 
made, the first a two-year deal for $45 million, 
then a one-year contract for $25 million. 

“I’d like to believe he’s going to be back here,” 
Torre said. “The only thing I feel good about is 
that he had a good time here last year and the 
couple times I talked to him in the offseason, he 
certainly was interested in coming back. 

“But when you’re negotiating a contract, 
there are other teams involved, you don’t know 
how many other teams are involved, anything 
can happen. It seems like he wants to be back 
and I know we want him back. If that has a lot 
to do with it, I hope to see him soon.” 


Romero: 
50-game 
ban stiff

CLEARWATER, Fla. — When J.C. 
Romero returns to the mound after serv¬ 
ing a 50-game suspension, the Philadel¬ 
phia Phillies reliever surely will hear some 
boos, steroid chants and other derisive 
insults. 

The left-hander, 32, is ready, but wants 
it known he does not consider himself a 
cheater. 

“I didn’t do nothing wrong,” Romero 
said Saturday when pitchers and catch¬ 
ers reported to camp for the World Series 
champions. 

“It’s ridiculous. I don’t think I should be 
suspended 50 games. It doesn’t make any 
sense to me. They have some rules they 
have to follow, and it’s very unfortunate 
that I have to be the one paying the price. 
In my mind, I think it’s insane. I think it’s 
unfair. I’m being, they say, negligent, but 
then I’m being accused as somebody who 
takes steroids. That doesn’t fly too well. 
But it is what it is.” 

Romero was suspended last month for 
testing positive for a banned substance 
after taking an over-the-counter supple¬ 
ment. He didn’t use an illegal drug, but his 
name will forever be linked with players 
who took steroids. 

“My understanding, to juice, is like per¬ 
haps you go, let’s say to an alley, and stick 
a needle in your rear end,” Romero said. 
“That wasn’t the case. I didn’t think that 
was fair for me to be suspended that way. 
The truth will set me free in the end.” 

Romero, a key member of a strong bull¬ 
pen that helped the Phillies win their first 
championship since 1980, said he walked 
into a national chain vitamin store and pur¬ 
chased a supplement he thought was safe. 

Turns out that product — 6-0X0 — con¬ 
tained androstenedione, a substance that 
Mark McGwire used in the 1990s and now 
is banned by Major League Baseball. 

Romero is a fitness freak who works out 
in the offseason and modifies his routine 
during the season. He said he purchased 
6-0X0 last summer because he ran out of 
the supplement he’d used for a couple of 
years. 

“The supplement I was taking was kind 
of expensive,” he said. “I said I feel good, 
so let me go to GNC and take something for 
the second half of the season and I should 
be OK. So now $52 cost me $1.3 million.” 

Romero tested positive for androstene¬ 
dione after random drug tests last August 
and September. He refused to accept an 
immediate suspension because he didn’t 
want to miss the Phillies’ playoff run or 
make it seem he was admitting guilt. 

A two-day arbitration hearing was held 
before the first two games of the World Se¬ 
ries in Tampa, Fla. Romero had to plead 
his case in the morning and then show up 
ready to pitch in the most important games 
of his life. 

He ended up winning two games against 
Tampa Bay in the Series, including the 
clincher. 

Romero later learned that he lost his 
appeal. If the Phillies have no postpone¬ 
ments during the first two months of the 
season, Romero would be eligible to return 
June 1 and the suspension would cost him 
$1,245,902 of his $4 million salary.

Stewart has grand opening 

Victory in Nationwide kickoff is his second in a row

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. — Not even a 
wreck in Daytona 500 practice could ruin 
Tony Stewart’s day. Getting to Victory 
Lane has a way of making things better. 

Just five hours after Stewart stood 
brooding over his battered Daytona 500 
car, he found himself celebrating a second 
consecutive season-opening Nationwide 
Series triumph at Daytona International 
Speedway. 

“It was very disappointing this morn¬ 
ing,” Stewart said after holding off Kyle 
Busch on the last lap to win the Camping 
World 300. “It was so frustrating I almost 
couldn’t see straight.” 

The two-time Sprint Cup champion, who 
left Joe Gibbs Racing at the end of the 2008 
season to start his own Stewart-Haas Rac¬ 
ing operation, had a very good week going 
until new teammate Ryan Newman’s tire 
blew Saturday morning in the final practice 
before Sunday’s Great American Race. 

Stewart was set to start fifth in the 500. 
Now, he and Newman must switch to back¬ 
up cars and start from the rear of the 43- 
car field. 

The wrecks prompted Stewart to criti¬ 
cize Goodyear for bringing a faulty tire to 
the superspeedway. 

“I’m ticked right now. I’m not happy. 
I’m not cordial. I’m not nice,” Stewart said 
after practice. 

It was temporary. 

Stewart said his mood began to improve 
as he watched his new team quickly pre¬ 
pare the backup cars. As he got ready for 
the Nationwide race, his first time driving 
for car owner and longtime friend Rick 
Hendrick, he shifted his focus. 

“When I went back to the bus and put 
this uniform on and saw Hendrick on it, 
you switch gears real quick in your mind,” 
Stewart said. “You realized that, hey, 
you’ve got a job to do and put what hap¬ 
pened this morning behind you and focus 
on the task at hand.” 

He certainly did that, passing 23 cars in 
11 laps to get back into contention after pit¬ 
ting with 30 laps to go in the 120-lap event.

Then he hung onto the lead as Busch, Carl 
Edwards and Clint Bowyer fought for 
position. 

Stewart said it was his decision to pit for 
tires from third place on lap 91, giving up 
lots of track position. It turned out to be the 
key move of the race. 

“I thought I made the worst call of the 
year,” said Stewart, who saw most contend¬ 
ers stay on the track. “It actually ended 
up saving us at the end, though. We were 
fortunate we were able to get through the 
pack like that.” 

Brad Keselowski led several times and 
appeared to be one of the drivers to beat, 
but he banged off the wall on lap 108. Two 
laps later, his right rear tire blew, bringing 
out the last of six caution flags and setting 
up the dash to the finish. 

Edwards led at that point, but Stewart, 
with help from Chevy driver Bowyer, 
pushed past into the lead after the restart 
on lap 114. 

As the laps wound down, Stewart seemed 
to be a sitting duck, especially after Busch, 
who won 10 Nationwide races last year, 
moved into second place three laps from 
the end. 

On the final trip around the 2.5-mile 
oval, Busch moved up to Stewart’s rear 
bumper and gave him a nudge. Stewart’s 
car wobbled and drifted high as Busch’s 
Toyota moved nearly alongside. Stewart 
stayed just ahead of Busch. Then Edwards 
and defending series champion Bowyer 
went to the outside to pass Busch. 

“What Kyle did was try to get me in a po¬ 
sition where my car got loose, and I had to 
try to race it up the racetrack to give him 
the bottom,” Stewart said. “And that hap¬ 


pened. (But) in doing so, he had to run up 
the racetrack, too. It wasn’t like he just ran 
us up into the fence. He didn’t do that. 

“Kyle’s the type of guy that if you beat 
him, in a race like this, if you can win the 
race, you know you did everything a hun¬ 
dred percent right. Because, if you don’t 
do it a hundred percent right, he’s going to 
find a way around you.... I don’t know how 
we came off the corner ahead of him.” 

Busch tried the same maneuver in the 
Camping World Truck Series opener Fri¬ 
day night, bumping Todd Bodine heading 
toward the third turn on the last lap. Like 
Stewart, though, Bodine was able to fend 
off the challenge and race to the finish line 
as Busch ended up second. 

Saturday, Busch wound up fourth. 
He scrambled out of his car and ran to 
his team’s hauler without talking to the 
media. 

Edwards, who won the Nationwide title 
two years ago, was surprised to find him¬ 
self in the runner-up spot at the finish. 

“Coming off (turn) four... Clint was right 
on my bumper and pushed me right by 
Kyle,” Edwards said. “He gave me like the 
half-inch I needed there. I thought he was 
going to come out, and I was just going to 
blow through his right rear bumper. 

“I had a little of a run on Tony. He came 
up and I thought, ‘Man, this is going to be 
smoke and walls and all that.’ But it ended 
up he gave me enough room, and I still 
ended up second. It was an exciting at least 
half a lap, at least for me.” 

Greg Biffle finished fifth, followed by 
Brian Vickers, Dale Earnhardt Jr. and 
David Ragan, giving Sprint Cup drivers 
the top eight positions. Nationwide regular 
Jason Keller was ninth. 

Jason Leffler, another Nationwide regu¬ 
lar, ignited a four-car crash just past the 
halfway mark in the race, banging into the 
rear of Steven Wallace and knocking Wal¬ 
lace sideways. Rookies Scott Lagasse Jr. 
and Justin Allgaier also were involved. 

Leffler said he was just trying to let 
Wallace back in line, but NASCAR held 
him in the pits for five laps for aggressive 
driving.

Jake Peavy sounded a bit surprised to 
be at spring training with the San Diego 
Padres. Not miffed or frustrated, just 
surprised. 

After an offseason filled with specula¬ 
tion that he would be traded to the Chicago 
Cubs or Atlanta Braves, the ace was in Pa¬ 
dres camp Saturday at Peoria, Ariz. 

“I thought it was going to happen with 
all of the talk and all of the speculation,” 
Peavy said. “I prepared myself that I’m 
going to be traded and life goes on. That’s 
why I didn’t choose to comment. Because 
everybody in their right mind thought I 
would be somewhere else right now.” 

For the record, Peavy, 27, is fine with 
playing for the Padres. 

“I never came forward and said I wanted 
to leave San Diego,” he said. “I signed a five- 
year contract and said I’m intent on being a 
Padre. This offseason wasn’t brought on by 
me asking for a trade.... My heart and soul 
have always been here, and until the day I 
leave that’s going to be true.” 

Peavy was 10-11 with a 2.85 ERA last 
season. He is guaranteed $59 million 
through 2012. In the meantime, Peavy is 
getting set to pitch for Team USA in the 
World Baseball Classic. 

“I showed up after a crazy winter as a 
San Diego Padre and I committed to be a 
San Diego Padre for as long as they’ll have 
me. There’s no hard feelings toward any 
group that was involved and I hope it’s the 
same way all around. I didn’t do anything. 
It just didn’t happen,” he said. 

Don Wakamatsu, meanwhile, was glad 
to make a move. He’s the new manager of 
the Seattle Mariners, a season after he was 
the bench coach in Oakland. 

Before drills began Saturday, Wakamat¬ 
su held a meeting with pitchers and catch¬ 
ers. His message to a team that lost 101 
games last year: “They are going to control 
a lot of their own destiny by the work they 
put in and by their health,” he said. 

It was a profitable day for Los Angeles 
Angels pitcher Ervin Santana. He agreed to 
a $30 million, four-year contract, a day after 
his arbitration hearing was postponed. 

Santana, 26, is the youngest active big 
league pitcher with at least 50 victories. He 
went 16-7 with a 3.49 ERA for the AL West 
champions. “I’m very happy, you guys don’t 
even know,” Santana said at a news confer¬ 
ence with general manager Tony Reagins. 
“I wanted to be an Angel.” 

Houston ace Roy Oswalt and Arizona 
manager Bob Melvin have a wish list, too. 
They want to see the 103 other names on 
the list of players who tested positive for 
performance-enhancing drugs in 2003. 

“I think the big thing for us is if we get 
the other names out there instead of re¬ 
leasing one here and there,” Oswalt said. 
“I mean, it’s been ... years. Get it over 
with. Don’t let it linger and go on for three 
more years. “Let’s get them all out there, 
move on and start playing baseball. That’s 
the worst thing about it... the way they’re 
going about it.”. 

Now that Alex Rodriguez’s name is 
known, Melvin said the others on the list 
should also be revealed. “There are quite a 
few names out there that are still potential¬ 
ly going to come out, and I think if we are 
going to move past this, I think all those 
names are going to have to come out so we 
can move past it,” Melvin said. 

“You don’t want a trickle-down effect 
where every couple months with some¬ 
body else where you’re readdressing this 
issue,” he said. 

“This is something we need to get by.”

Little Nate struts 
his very big stuff

PHOENIX — Call him Krypto-Nate. 
Nate Robinson tugged on Superman’s 
cape — and won. 

The diminutive New York Knicks 
guard beat defending champion Dwight 
Howard of the Orlando Magic in the slam 
dunk contest Saturday night, winning 52 
percent of fans’ votes. 

Clad in an all-green Knicks uniform 
with green shoes, the 5-foot-9 Robinson 
springboarded over the 6-foot-ll Howard 
to jam. “Dwight was a great sport letting 
me dunk over him,” said Robinson, who 
also won in 2006. 

Robinson pitched the idea to Orlando’s 
big man Friday. “I asked him yesterday 
in the elevator,” Robinson said. “He was 
like, ‘Hey, I’ll do it.’ I thought he was 
joking.” 

Howard said he was happy to help. “It is 
all about having fun,” Howard said. “Hey, 
he won fair and square. The fans loved 
it. We tried to put on a good show. That’s 
what it is all about at All-Star weekend. It 
doesn’t matter who wins or loses.” 

Howard seemed destined for another 
victory after scoring a perfect 50 on both 
of his first-round dunks. 

The All-Star center performed the most 
theatrical dunk of the night in the open¬ 
ing round. He disappeared into a phone 
booth just off the court, emerging with a 
Superman cape, and waved his arms to 
the crowd as an 11-foot-high basket was 
wheeled onto the floor. 

He then took a bounce pass from team¬ 
mate Jameer Nelson and tomahawked a 
dunk as the crowd roared. 

“I’m not mad or anything,” Howard 
said. “He did a good job. I guess the short¬ 
er man will win in a dunk contest because 
it looks real hard for him. It looks easy for 
me.” 

Portland’s Rudy Fernandez and Den¬ 
ver’s J.R. Smith were eliminated in the 
first round. 

Robinson could face an even tougher 
field if he decides to defend his title in Dal¬ 
las. LeBron James of the Cleveland Cava¬ 
liers tentatively placed himself into next 
year’s contest during the TV broadcast. 

Earlier, Miami’s Daequan Cook con¬ 
nected over and over again when the 


three-point shootout went to an extra 
session. The Heat guard posted the best 
total of the competition with 19 points in 
the extra round, cruising past Orlando’s 
Rashard Lewis to win the title and end 
Jason Kapono’s two-year run as king 
of one of All-Star Saturday’s marquee 
events. 

Lewis sputtered in the third session, 
missing his first 11 shots to finish with 
seven points. Cook had forced overtime 
by hitting his final four shots in the sec¬ 
ond round of the six-man competition. 

Kapono came up one point short in 
the second round. The Toronto Raptors’ 
sharpshooter was trying to become the 
third player to capture three consecutive 
titles in the event, following former Chi¬ 
cago Bulls guard Craig Hodges, who won 
from 1990-92, and Boston Hall of Famer 
Larry Bird, who won from 1986-88. 

Mike Bibby of the Atlanta Hawks, 
Danny Granger of Indiana and Roger 
Mason of San Antonio were eliminated in 
the first round. 

Chicago’s Derrick Rose capped his 
skills challenge victory with a double- 
pump reverse dunk. 

Rose defeated New Jersey’s Devin 
Harris in the final round, navigating the 
obstacle course consisting of dribbling, 
passing and shooting stations in 35.3 sec¬ 
onds, 4.4 seconds faster than Harris. 

Cleveland’s Mo Williams and San An¬ 
tonio’s Tony Parker were eliminated after 
the first round. Williams took third with 
a time of 37.5 seconds after replacing 
Orlando’s Nelson, who has a torn right la- 
brum. Parker finished fourth in 50.8 sec¬ 
onds after missing several jumpers. 

In H-O-R-S-E, Kevin Durant capped 
his weekend with a big comeback to beat 
0. J. Mayo and Joe Johnson. 

Durant faced early elimination after 
quickly picking up four letters while 
struggling with his shot outdoors. Mayo 
had only two letters after knocking out 
Johnson with an array of shots that in¬ 
cluded a bucket from the stands, a left- 
handed jumper and an underhanded free 
throw. 

Durant then began to hit from long 
range, just as he did Friday when he 
scored a Rookie Challenge-record 46 
points to lead the NBA’s sophomores to a 
122-116 victory over the rookies. 


stern says league is holding its own during economic crisis

PHOENIX — David Stern realizes the 
financial crisis makes growth difficult, so 
he’ll settle for not losing much. 

The NBA commissioner said Saturday 
that his league is holding steady and will 
continue to do so, even during the world¬ 
wide economic crisis. 

“I always get into trouble saying this,” 
Stern said. “I have been concerned for 25 
years, and so I always worry about every¬ 
thing. But all I can say is that in a difficult 
economic environment we are going to 
maintain our attendance and our revenues, 
even last year.” 

Stern said the league was forecasting 


more robust growth in September be¬ 
fore the markets collapsed. Instead, he 
predicted the NBA will “be even rather 
than up because of the overall economic 
situation.” 

“The stock market is down 30 or 40 per¬ 
cent,” he said. “The fact that we may be flat 
or down a percent or two. I’d sign up for 
it now in this environment for a long time 
because we just don’t know what’s going to 
happen.” 

Overall, Stern was in good spirits dur¬ 
ing his annual state of the league remarks 
during All-Star weekend. The news con¬ 
ference was highlighted by an emotional 
moment when he announced the NBA Fi¬ 
nals MVP award would be named for Bill 
Russell, who never won one because the 


league didn’t start giving them out until 
the Boston Celtics great had claimed al¬ 
most all of his 11 NBA titles. 

Also: 

■ Stern said the Sunday night games 
during the NBA finals would begin at 8 
p.m. EST, an hour earlier than the other 
start times. 

■ Stern and players’ union director Billy 
Hunter said they have had discussions 
about reopening the collective bargaining 
agreement, which is set to expire after the 
2010-11 season — though the league has an 
option to extend it an additional year. 

■ Stern is comfortable with the league’s 
drug-testing procedures and doesn’t see 
a need to increase from the four random 
tests a year. 


■ Stern said he would have suspended 
Cleveland coach Mike Brown if he thought 
the coach had meant his comments about 
referee Joey Crawford. Brown was fined 
$25,000 after ripping Crawford’s call on 
LeBron James in the final seconds that led 
to Indiana forward Danny Granger’s win¬ 
ning free throws against the Cavaliers. 

Stern said he believed the league was in 
a “golden age of basketball,” but there are 
potential concerns should the economic 
situation not improve. 

The Sacramento Kings are the current 
team in trouble, with co-owners Gavin and 
Joe Maloof concerned with the difficulty 
of finding a developer to finance the arena 
their team needs to remain in the city.

VAL DTSERE, France — 
Gold medals, parties, injuries, 
crashes. 

That’s what these world cham¬ 
pionships were all about for Lind¬ 
sey Vonn, the American ski star 
who won two golds, needed sur¬ 
gery for a thumb injury caused 
by a broken champagne bottle, 
missed her next race, and then 
fell in her final one while wearing 
a splint to protect her thumb. 

“It’s definitely had a lot of ups 
and downs,” Vonn said. “All in all 
I’m really happy with the way the 
world championships went. I was 
able to win at a big event, which 
has been a goal of mine for a long 
time. I think I’m on the right track 
for Vancouver.” 

Next year, Vonn likely will enter 
the Olympics as the U.S. team’s 
top medal hope — in all sports. 

There probably won’t be too 
much pressure on Bode Miller in 
Vancouver — if he’s still compet¬ 
ing. The defending overall World 
Cup champion completed his 
third consecutive major champi¬ 
onship without a medal. 

Miller was unlucky in the down¬ 
hill, when he was slowed by more 
fog than any other skier, finish¬ 
ing eighth. Then in super-combi. 
Miller missed out on an almost 
certain medal when he straddled 
a gate in the slalom leg. 

This was the first champion¬ 
ship for Miller since he broke 
away from the U.S. Ski Team to 
train and race on his own. The 
team’s top star is now Ted Ligety, 
who won combined gold at the 
2006 Turin Olympics. 

Ligety picked up a bronze in 
giant slalom here with a blister¬ 
ing second run that moved him 
from ninth after the opening leg. 

Ligety was also plagued by ups 
and downs. After falling in the 
super-G — and sliding downhill 
on his backside for several hun¬ 
dred yards — he was disqualified 
from the super-combi because 
his binding was 0.15 millimeters 
too high. 

In the slalom, Ligety went out 
almost as soon as he started his 
second run, straddling the sec¬ 
ond gate as 13 skiers of the top 30 
failed to get down a second time. 

Manfred Pranger of Austria 
won the slalom Sunday on a des¬ 
perately difficult course. 

Pranger timed 1 minute, 44.17 
seconds for two runs down the icy 
Face de Bellevarde course to hold 
off France’s Julien Lizeroux, who 
finished 0.31 seconds behind in 
second.

De¬ 
mong, of Vermontville, N.Y., is 
fourth in the overall standings. 

The world championships 
begin Wednesday in Liberec, 
Czech Republic. 

Mauresmo beats Dementieva 

PARIS — Amelie Mauresmo of 
France outlasted Elena Demen¬ 
tieva of Russia 7-6 (7), 2-6, 6-4 in 
the final of the Open GDF Suez 
on Sunday for her first WTA Tour 
title in two years. 

Mauresmo broke Dementieva 
twice in the third set, winning 
the opening game on a forehand 
error from Dementieva before 
increasing her lead to 4-1 after 
Dementieva sent a backhand 
wide. Dementieva saved a match 
point at 5-2 to erase a break, but 
Mauresmo converted her second 
match point with a service win¬ 
ner. It was the first tournament 
title for the former top-ranked 
player since Antwerp, Belgium, 
in February 2007. 

The players traded service 
breaks in the first set until the 
fourth-ranked Dementieva held 
serve to lead 4-2. Mauresmo 
managed another service break 
to draw level at 5-5. In the tie¬ 
breaker, Dementieva slammed 
a forehand winner on the line at 
5-5 to get the first set point, but 
wasted it with a backhand pass 
that sailed wide. 

A forehand error from Demen¬ 
tieva at 7-7 gave Mauresmo her 
second set point, which she con¬ 
verted when Dementieva sent a 
forehand return into the net. 

Dementieva roared back in the 
second, breaking Mauresmo’s 
serve for a 4-2 lead and securing 
the set when Mauresmo made two 
consecutive double faults. 

Murray beats injured Nadal 
in ABN Amro final 

ROTTERDAM, Netherlands 

— Second-seeded Andy Mur¬ 
ray overcame an injured Rafael 
Nadal 6-3, 4-6, 6-0 on Sunday to 
become the first British winner at 
the ABN Amro tournament. 

The top-ranked Nadal was 
bothered by a right knee injury 
and had to call a medical timeout 
in the second set, before deciding 
to continue the match. 

“Rafael was hurt at the begin¬ 
ning of the second set,” Murray 
said. “On one leg he could still go 
on. That’s how good he is.” Mur¬ 
ray took the first set after break¬ 
ing Nadal’s serve in the sixth 
game, but the Spaniard fought 


back in the second. He struggled, 
however, with his serve in the 
third set because of his knee and 
Murray was able to seal the out¬ 
come with an ace. 

Britain’s Tim Henman was run¬ 
ner-up here three times, losing 
the 1999, 2000 and 2002 finals. 

Nadal was attempting to be¬ 
come the first Spaniard to win 
in Rotterdam. Juan Carlos Fer- 
rero lost the 2004 final to Lleyton 
Hewitt. 

“It was a very important week 
for me, but Andy has had a won¬ 
derful year and I would like to 
congratulate him,” Nadal said. 

Appearing in his 41st career 
final, the Australian Open cham¬ 
pion wasn’t at his best, struggling 
to counter Murray’s powerful 
service game. 

After breaking Nadal’s serve in 
the first game of the deciding set, 
Murray held on to claim his 10th 
career title. 

Campbell beats Funeka after 
failing to make weight 

SUNRISE, Fla. — A day after 
losing his three title belts for fail¬ 
ing to make weight, Nate Camp¬ 
bell won a majority decision over 
Ali Funeka in a lightweight fight 
Saturday night. 

Campbell, who was 2 V 2 pounds 
over the lightweight limit of 135 on 
Friday, landed a right hand to the 
temple with 1 minute remaining 
in the 11th round that sent Funeka 
down for a second time. 

One judge scored the fight even 
at 113 apiece, and the remaining 
two judges favored the Jackson¬ 
ville-native Campbell by scores 
of 115-111 and 114-112. “I had two 
knockdowns; of course I thought 
I won the fight,” Campbell said. 
“This guy was tough. He could 
punch, take a shot.” 

Campbell, 36, waited several 
months for a chance to defend 
the World Boxing Organization, 
World Boxing Association and 
International Boxing Federa¬ 
tion titles he won with a stunning 
upset of the previously unbeaten 
Juan Diaz last spring in Cancun, 
Mexico. 

Despite the victory, Campbell 
was ineligible to regain the titles, 
which are now vacant, and now 
plans to move up to the 140-pound 
limit. Had Funeka, the mandato¬ 
ry IBF challenger, won, he would 
have taken the three belts. 

In the co-feature. World Box¬ 
ing Council interim super welter¬ 
weight champion Sergio Martinez 
retained his title after a majority 
draw against former welterweight 
world champion Kermit Cintron. 

The fight heated up in the final 
10 seconds of the seventh round 
when Martinez landed a stagger¬ 
ing straight left that sent Cintron 
into the ropes and onto the can¬ 
vas. Cintron, from Reading, Pa., 
was up on his feet when the bell 
sounded ending the round but his 
Argentine opponent erupted in 
celebration while the ring filled 
with handlers. However, ref¬ 
eree Frank Santore cleared the 
ring explaining that he had not 
stopped the fight.

Yanks iike initiai rotation 


With CC and A. J. on the mound, the beast might be back

TAMPA, Fla. 
Sabathia had been in 
the Yankees clubhouse 
for just a few hours, 
and already Joba 
Chamberlain had given him a nickname: 
“Big Slim.” 

“Large in charge,” constant energy 
Chamberlain said Saturday morning. 

Sabathia and A. J. Burnett — no full first 
names necessary — had their initial work¬ 
outs for the New York Yankees on Saturday 
at the renamed George M. Steinbrenner 
Field, and several hundred fans showed 
up. 

“Looking good CC!” one woman yelled 
as the 300-pound-plus left-hander ambled 
through pitcher’s fielding practice on a 
back field, picking up speed as he headed 
to first, somewhat in the manner of a train 
slowly accelerating as it leaves the station. 

Sabathia dresses in a corner of the Yan¬ 
kees’ spring training clubhouse, in the stall 
Mike Mussina used to occupy, and the fake 
window Mussina taped up to the dull wall 
has been replaced by an oversized Yan¬ 
kees logo. 

Chamberlain is on Sabathia’s other side, 
followed by Ian Kennedy, Kei Igawa and 
Phil Hughes. Then comes Burnett, Andy 
Pettitte and, after a break for a television, 
Chien-Ming Wang. 

New York’s projected rotation of Sa¬ 
bathia, Burnett, Wang, Pettitte and Cham¬ 
berlain figures to be its strongest since 
2003 — when the Yankees made their last 
World Series appearance. 


“There is no back end,” Burnett said. 
“You’ve got five starters that can win, you 
know, 15-plus, I mean, you know, should.” 

Really? 

It’s happened just twice in baseball histo¬ 
ry. The 1998 Atlanta Braves accomplished 
the feat with Tom Glavine, Greg Maddux, 
Kevin Millwood, Denny Neagle and John 
Smoltz, and Jack Chesbro led a 1902 Pitts¬ 
burgh Pirates rotation that also included 
Ed Doheny, Sam “Schoolmaster” Leever, 
Deacon Phillippe and Jesse Tannehill. 

New York’s starters underwhelmed with 
59 victories last year, the Yankees’ lowest 
total in a non-strike season since 1992. In 
recent years, Kevin Brown, Randy John¬ 
son and Carl Pavano were just a few of the 
pitchers who failed to meet the lofty expec¬ 
tations that come along with the large sala¬ 
ries paid by the Yankees. 

Players do know what’s required. 

“I think you’d probably have to have 
your head in the sand if you didn’t know 
what the expectations were,” manager Joe 
Girardi said. 

New York gave Sabathia a $161 million, 
seven-year contract, the largest deal for a 
pitcher. That same week, Burnett received 
an $82.5 million, five-year contract. And 
the following month. New York swooped 
up Mark Teixeira as if he were a dessert, 
giving the first baseman an eight-year con¬ 
tract worth $180 million. 

While the Yankees celebrated, the rest 
of baseball complained the beast was back 
and whined. Milwaukee owner Mark Atta- 
nasio called for a renewed push for a sal¬ 
ary cap. 

“I’m definitely excited,” Sabathia said, 
“to be playing on this big stage.” 


And he’s happy he’s not the only new¬ 
comer in the act. 

“I’m definitely glad I got a guy like A. J. 
that we can kind of — you know, we’re 
walking in this together, we can kind of 
lean on each other,” Sabathia said. 

They’re starkly different. Sabathia is 
gregarious, treated in New York as base¬ 
ball’s Big Man, the E Street Band’s Clar¬ 
ence Clemons toting a glove instead of a 
sax. He doesn’t look like a baseball player. 

If he didn’t know better, Girardi would 
think Sabathia belonged on a gridiron 
rather than a diamond. 

“He’s quite a big man. And I think that’s 
probably one of the reasons he’s able to 
throw 250 innings because there’s so much 
strength there,” Girardi said. “When you 
see big gentlemen like that, you don’t real¬ 
ize how strong they are.” 

Burnett is guarded and has a wilder rock 
’n’ roll image. His body is painted with tat¬ 
toos, and he used to wear nipple rings. 

Asked whether his personality will be 
comfortable with the amoeba-under-the- 
microscope scrutiny the Yankees exist in, 
Burnett responded: “You’re going to have 
to ask me that in about a week, OK? 

“I think I’ll be all right,” he said. “And 
I don’t point fingers, so if something goes 
wrong out there, it’s my fault.” 

Sabathia got to throw to No. 1 catcher 
Jorge Posada in his bullpen session, and 
he stuck with fastballs and changeups. His 
cutter and 2-seamer will follow in further 
sessions. 

“A heavy ball,” Posada said. “I like the 
hesitation that he’s got now. I think that 
helped him a little bit.” 

Burnett is a power pitcher, much like 


Chamberlain. Girardi wants to split those 
two in the rotation and also split Sabathia 
and Pettitte, the two left-handers. 

Much can go wrong. Although Sabathia 
is 28, his 494 innings in the previous two 
seasons were 22^/3 more than any other 
pitcher. He made four consecutive starts 
on three days’ rest last September and Oc¬ 
tober — the first major league pitcher to 
do that since Cincinnati’s Danny Graves in 
July 2003. 

“I had to turn my phone off, block my 
calls from [my] agent, because he was 
freaking out,” Sabathia said. “I felt fine 
and, you know, I wanted to win. I think 
anybody healthy enough in that situation 
would have done the same thing.” 

Burnett, 32, has been on the disabled list 
10 times in a 10-year major league career. 
Pitching in Toronto, he learned from ace 
Roy Halladay how to be more effective and 
how to keep in better shape. 

“He helped me a lot to figure out move¬ 
ment and then working both sides of the 
plate and then pitching,” Burnett said. “I 
can get guys out and succeed at 94-95, op¬ 
posed to having to go balls to the wall every 
pitch and try to, you know, hit triple digits 
and show up the [radar] gun. It’s not about 
the gun. It’s about me staying healthy and 
winning games for this club.” 

Girardi smiled a lot. After days of ques¬ 
tions dwelling on off-the-field turmoil, he 
was talking about a bullpen session, the 
first of many. 

“It’s nice to see them playing catch 
today,” he said, “and just listen to the sound 
of the ball hit the glove.” 
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
